Bennett Battle Ross was born in Wake 
county, North Carolina, June 28, 1828; and 
died in Auburn, Ala., February 14, 1878. He 
joined the Methodist Church in 1839, the cen- 
tenary of Methodism. He was converted in 
1842 at a camp-meeting near Russellville, Ala. 
Being the child of pious parents, he was thus 
led, in his eleventh year, to consecrate his 
young life to God; and three years afterward 
received the witness of the Spirit that he was 
born of God. He was educated principally at 
La Grange College, Alabama, at which institu- 
tion he was matriculated in 1843, the Rev. Rob- 
ert Paine, D.D., now senior bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, being president; 
graduated in 1847, and delivered the valedicto- 
ry address at the same institution, then under 
the presidency of the Rev. Dr. Wadsworth. 
The confined limits to which we are restrained, 
precludes us from saying much that affection, 
admiration, and gratitude impel us to say of the 
life and labors and sufferings of one of the 
saintliest men that ever walked this earth. 
Nearly all his life, after he left the home of his 
childhood, was spent in study, teaching, and 
preaching. His teachers, his pupils, the church- 
es he served, the congregations to whom he 
preached, bear united testimony to the white- 
ness of his soul and to the purity and beauty 
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of his life. This man’s body, the house of his 
soul, was built of most delicate material, and 
its furniture wrought of the tinest liber — we 
may truthfully say that during the greater part 
of bis life he was an invalid, whose eager, duti- 
ful soul refused to listen to the complaints of its 
feebler companion, the body, until the house of 
clay fell down to dust and the worm, while his 
lofty, beautiful spirit stretched forward by a 
single reach, and realized that to be absent 
from the body was to be present with the Lord. 
His last sickness was a brief one. During the 
greater part of it he was either delirious or un- 
conscious. When aroused by his heart’s broth- 
er and friend, Dr. Mark S. Andrews, and ques- 
tioned, his answer was that he was fully aware 
of his condition; that his way was clear, and 
had been all the time, “l would like to have 
said something, but cannot now.’’ The message 
lie would have sent us comes from God, through 
the pale, cold lips of the dead: “Stand with 
your loins girt about, and your lamps trimmed 
and burning.” As if standing in the presence 
of our dear, dead brother, we would point to 
Iris pure, useful life and happy death, and bid 
you listen to the voice of God: “Mark the per- 
fect man and behold the upright, for the end 
of that man is peace.” 

Charles Samuel Hurt was born in Put- 
nam county, Georgia, December 16, 1824; and 
died at the parsonage of Crawford Circuit, Oc- 
tober 21, 1878. In his boyhood he came with 
his father’s family to Russell county, Alabama, 
where he was born of the Spirit some time dur- 
ing the year 1845; and in 1847 was licensed to 
preach and admitted to membership on trial in 
the Alabama Conference. He served the Church 
as an itinerant preacher with great acceptabil- 
ity and usefulness until the year 1855, when his 
circumstances were such as justified him in ask- 
ing a location, which was reluctantly granted to 
him by his brethren of the Conference. His 
heart was all the time in the itinerant work, 
and when his circumstances permitted him to 
do so he again joined the Alabama Conference, 
and filled up the remaining measure of his days 
in joyful, successful ministration of the glo- 
rious gospel of the Son of God. The peculiar 
features that marked the character of this god- 
ly man were child-likeness and cheerfulness. 
In his sunny heart and beaming smile there 
was light enough to brighten the darkest hours 
of misfortune and earthly trouble. No matter 
how dark the Egypt around him might be, this 
guileless Israelite had always light in his dwell- 
ing. His.special mission seemed to be to illus- 
trate one of the most beautiful parts of the 
teaching of the blessed Jesus: “And Jesus 
called a little child and set him in the midst of 
them, and said, Verily I say unto you, except 
ye he converted, and become as little children, 
ve shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
Brother Hurt had no trouble in maintaining 
his ministerial dignity — love is always rever- 
ential. And were there any good people who 
knew him, and did not love him? His broad, 
high brow was bald, and his remaining brown 



locks were streaked with white; and yet we all 
knew him as “ Charley Hurt.” One of En- 
gland’s best poets has written: 

I remember, I remember the house where I was born, 
The little window where the sun came peeping in at 
morn ; 

It never came a wink too soon, nor brought too long a 
day. 

But now I almost wish the night had borne my breath 
away. 

With our departed brother there were no un- 
grateful memories of earlier and better* days. 
Through all the years of his manhood he bore 
his childhood with him. The years of his 
Christian life were spent in the endeavor to 
persuade men to become children, “children of 
God by faith in Jesus Christ.” When near the 
end of his mortal life, he roused up and said: 
“ I have not been sleeping, as you supposed. 1 
have been reviewing my life, and while some 
things come up that I would change, yet I am 
ready; yes, I am ready; 1 feel like shouting.” 
Tears fell like summer rain when it was told 
about with bated breath, “Charley Hurt is 
dead.” Hear the words of Jesus, and let us 
learn our lesson well: “Whosoever therefore 
shall humble himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the kingdom of heaven.”

William Gwynn Coe was born in Balti- 
more, Md., April 15, 1832; was educated at St. 
Mary’s College, in that city, and among the 
distinguished graduates of 1851 was not the 
least. At the age of nineteen he was selected 
for the clerkship of the Court of Common 
Pleas, which his father, Alexander B. Coe, had 
previously filled. December 31, 1850, he at- 
tended a watch-meeting, conducted in Eutaw 

M. E. Church, where, under the ministry of 
the Rev. Henry Slicer, he was convinced of 
sin. Nearly three months later, March 21st, 
he knelt in the parsonage of the same man of 
God, and there found peace in believing. Jan- 
uary 5, 1853, he was licensed to preach by the 
Quarterly Conference of the Baltimore City 
Station; and May 5th, of the same year, was 
united in marriage to Annie M. Armstrong, 
daughter of James L. Armstrong, of Baltimore. 
In March, 1854, he was admitted on trial in the 
Baltimore Annual Conference, and assigned as 
junior preacher to Severn Circuit. He was 
fourteen years in charge of six circuits, and as 
presiding elder seven years in charge of two 
districts. He w’as twenty - six years in the 
Church, twenty-three in the ministry. His 
first sermon was preached in Eutaw Church 
May 1, 1853, from Matthew v. 20: “Except 
your righteousness shall exceed the righteous- 
ness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no 
case enter into the kingdom of heaven.” His last 
sermon w r as from Revelation i. 1, “The revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ,” of which he records in his 
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diary, “God gave me liberty and enjoyment.” 
In 1875 Washington and Lee University con- 
ferred on him the degree of D.D. March 20, 
1877, he was smitten with disease. Pneumonia 
dragged him to the grave. Mental aberration 
alternated with lucid intervals. He imagines 
himself in Conference. When the question of 
fraternity is under discussion, he guides the de- 
bate and gives distinctness to the action; and 
when at last the desired result is reached, re- 
peats, in tones of solemn joy, “’Tis done; the 
great transaction’s done,” and adds, “Let us 
now adjourn with feelings of fraternal love.” 
Presently he is in the tumult of death’s Hood, 
and while yet in the tumult exclaims, “Let us 
make haste and cross over this Jordan 1 ” Later, 
he turns to his beloved wife, who finds comfort 
in the remembrance that his last word was to 
indicate his happy recognition of her, and says: 
“Now, Nannie, come; and let these brethren 
leave me.” At midday, March 29, 1877, when 
nearly forty-five years of age, he entered into 
rest. During his ministry he preached three 
thousand one hundred and ninety-seven ser- 
mons, and served as statistical secretary eleven 
years consecutively. The last entry in his di- 
ary is, “In Lewisburg — at home.” Only a sin- 
gle word needs now to be altered, and the rec- 
ord will still be true: “In heaven — at home.” 
Brother Coe was a man of remarkable accuracy 
of thought and expression, doubtless in part 
due to his collegiate training, but also largely 
due to his moral honesty, which could be content 
with nothing less than the utmost truthfulness 
in all things. He was equally distinguished 
for thoroughness. He could not content him- 
self with less than all he could learn respecting 
any thing which claimed his attention. He 
was a man of noteworthy diligence. Other- 
wise it would not have been possible to meet, as 
he did promptly, the many demands upon him. 
To the fact of his uncommon diligence there is 
a host of witnesses. He was not less remark- 
able for fidelity. This lie practiced first with 
himself, and then extended to his family, to 
the Church, and to all things. He was a man 
of loving, sympathizing heart. The preachers 
who served with him will testify how lovingly 
he bore himself toward them, and with how 
much sympathy he entered into their joys, 
their sorrows, and their cares. He did not 
talk much; but when he did speak, his speech 
' was golden,' as well as his silence. His words 
were uttered by a voice which was at once 
manly, rich, and sonorous. No one who knew 
and observed him well could fail to be im- 
pressed with the repose of his life. There was 
ceaseless activity, but his work was so noise- 
lessly done that it was difficult to realize the 
rapidity of his movements and the magnitude 
of his labors. One could in part measure the 
momentum of his life by its results, but might 
never have inferred it from any noisy outward 
sign. His work was done from the inspiration 
of love to Christ. He did not set himself tasks. 
He felt that he could not do too much for One 
who had done every thing for him; then he 
had so much of the spirit of Him “who loved 



us and gave himself for us” that he could not. 
do too much for those for whom Christ died. 
He performed all his work under a conviction 
of the priceless value of the gospel to men, and 
with a due sense of accountability to Him whom 
God has appointed to judge. Never did he 
seem unmindful of the last account, and ear- 
nestly desired the present and final approba- 
tion of his Lord. No one among us will dis- 
pute with him the honors which belong to high 
Christian life, unselfish devotion, business qual- 
ifications, manly character, and untiring indus- 
try. His family mourn his departure; his 
brethren cherish his memory, and desire to 
emulate his bright example; his works praise 
him, and the angels rejoice that another from 
the province of this earth has been added to 
the “better country — that is, the heavenly.” 

Dabney Bale, the subject of this brief me- 
morial tribute, was born in Fairfax county, 
Virginia, in the month of May, 1820; and died 
in Baltimore city, in the fifty-eighth year of his 
age, February 15, 1878. He was brought up 
in the “nurture and admonition of the Lord.” 
His parents, Dabney and Penelope Ball, were 
members of the Methodist Church, and devoted 
Christians. The seal of God’s approval upon 
their holy teachings and example may be seen 
in the fact of his calling three of their four 
sons into the sacred ministry. The education- 
al advantages of Brother Ball were such as 
were furnished by the academy of his native 
county. At about fifteen years he was convert- 
ed to Christ, and from that time to the day of 
his death the ways of religion were the paths 
he loved and followed. It was not long after 
his conversion that he became the subject of 
the conviction of duty through which lie gave 
himself to the ministry of the word as his life- 
work, and in the year 1843 he was admitted on 
trial into the Baltimore Conference. At the 
close of the thirty-fifth year of his connection 
with that honored body of Christ’s servants, he 
has “fallen on sleep” and been gathered to his 
fathers. The Kev. F. H. Ritchey is the only 
surviving member of his class. His first ap- 
pointment was that of junior preacher on Staf- 
ford Circuit, with Joseph White as preacher in 
charge, and Thomas B. Sargent presiding eld- 
er. The next year (1844) he was the colleague 
of the Rev. John A. Henning on Berkeley Cir- 
cuit. In 1845 he was admitted into full con- 
nection in the Conference, and appointed junior 
preacher on Bedford Circuit, Pennsylvania. 
During this year he was prostrated with hem- 
orrhage of the lungs, and compelled for some 
months to desist from the active duties of his 
ministry. The subsequent fields of labor in 
which he was employed areas follows: 1846-7, 
Wardensville Circuit. About this time he was 
married to Miss Mary D. AVisong, of Darkes- 
ville, Va. ; 1848, Wrightsville; 1849-50, West- 
minster; 1851-2, Liberty ; 1853-4, Hagerstown, 
1 855-6, Caroline Street, Baltimore; 1857-8, Mc- 
kendree, Washington; 1859, AVesley Chapel, 
Washington; 1860-1, Columbia Street, Balti- 
more. From 1862 to 1865 he was a chaplain 
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in the Confederate States army. In the fall of 
1866 he came to Baltimore, and organized the 
present Bond Street Church; 1867-9, he was 
the presiding elder of the Roanoke District. 
On this district his services were rendered for 
the most part under severe physical disability. 
His health was greatly broken by rheumatism 
and erysipelas, and the pain which he was 
called to suffer was often excruciating. But 
where a less manly and earnest man would 
have yielded, Dabney Ball persisted and suc- 
ceeded. He was uniformly present at his quar- 
terly-meetings, and though sometimes scarcely 
able to stand, and compelled to lean for support 
upon the pulpit desk, he “ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ.” The following words 
concerning this period of his life are from the 
pen of a friend : “ He never halted in his work. 
He preached, standing on feet that quivered 
with agony. In sleet he made long journeys to 
distant churches in the mountains, till the rai- 
ment that covered his racked limbs froze. He 
alluded to his sufferings only incidentally, and 
then to few. This writer knew his condition by 
personal inquiry and examination. Added to 
this raging disorder was much grief by family 
affliction and death of children. His heart was 
hot and tense with anguish. There was not a 
murmur, but always a certain, steady marching 
forward to duty. This old commonwealth has 
bred many stout men, but no son of greater 
fortitude than Dabney Ball. No tiger that 
ever bit down Christians in the Coliseum could 
have moved him to a denial of his Master. 
He was as unflinching in his integrity as Job, 
and more silent in his keen anguish.” In 
1870-1 he had charge of Rockville Circuit. Be- 
fore the close of his second year on this circuit, 
he was transferred to the California Confer- 
ence, and appointed to the church in San Fran- 
cisco. Here his health greatly improved, and 
in the fall of 1872 he returned to the Baltimore 
Conference, and took charge of Central Church, 
Baltimore. In 1874 he was appointed to Cal- 
vary Church, Baltimore, and was instrumental 
in the removal of this church to its present eli- 
gible location. In 1875 he was appointed pre- 
siding elder of the East Baltimore District, 
where he ended his labors with his earthly 
life. The temperament and character of Dab- 
ney Ball were conspicuously of the heroic type. 
We have never known a braver man. We have 
never known a man more inflexible in the 
maintenance of his purposes. In connection 
with these sterner features there appeared a 
sweetness of spirit, a deferential regard to the 
views and feelings of his friends, and the mod- 
esty of true manliness. Shortly after assuming 
the duties of the chaplaincy, to which allusion 
has already been made, he was chosen by Gen. 
J. E. B. Stewart to a position upon his staff' 
and remained in it until the close of the war. 
While in this position, his fidelity in the exe- 
cution of orders and his coolness and unflinch- 
ing fortitude in time of danger were matters of 
common remark and admonition. By nature a 
patriot and a soldier, if the will of Providence 
had given him the leadership of armies, his 



name would have been cherished as one of the 
purest and bravest patriot heroes of his land. 

But these high soldierly qualities were destined 
to a far nobler field of action. The were dedi- 
cated and sanctified to the itinerant ministry of 
the Methodist Church. Like the centurion in 
the Gospels, he could repose an unquestioning 
faith in the Saviour’s power, having himself a 
heart that knew both how to command and 
how to obey. He never despaired of success in 
any work for Christ. Whether engaged in a 
series of unpromising revival-meetings, or in an 
attempt to resuscitate a languishing circuit, or 
plant a society of Christians of like faith with 
himself in some unfriendly locality, Dabney 
Ball was the same undaunted and persevering 
Methodist preacher. While always sensitive, 
and often morbidly so, to the difficulties of his 
position and circumstances, he never for a mo- 
ment gave place to the thought of yielding to 
them. His social qualities likewise were of a 
superior character, and won him many friends 
in all his charges. He was a thorough Meth- 
odist and an uncompromising supporter of that 
form of Methodism with which he stood identi- 
fied. He loved his friends with the fervor of a 
sympathetic and generous nature, and will be 
tenderly remembered by many in the coming 
years. As he lived, in that same spirit did he 
depart this life. When conversed with con- 
cerning his faith and hope in Christ on the even- 
ing before his death, he thoughtfully replied : 

“I have tried very hard to settle that matter; 
and now that it is settled, and so well settled, 

I am anxious for the consummation. I had 
thought it would be very hard to give up life 
and the children, but all that is nothing now.” 
When the time of his departure came, without 
a struggle or an apparent pain, his spirit was 
freed from the cumbering flesh, and a troubled 
heart slept in the sleep of God’s beloved. We 
have bidden our brother and fellow-laborer in 
the kingdom and patience of Jesus farewell. 

We believe he is with his Lord. His pleasing 
smile, and cordial grasp, and graceful, genial 
conversation are no longer ours, but we do not 
think of him as afar from us. We have come 
to “ Mount Zion, and to the general assembly 
and Church of the first-born, whose names are 
written in heaven, and to the spirits of just ; 

men made perfect.” Our sainted dead are near i 

us in this hour. Through the grace of Jesus, 
we shall meet them again face to face.

George W. Fagg was born in Spottsyl vania 
county, Virginia, on the 3d of December, 1800; 
and died at his home in Gadsden county, Flor- 
ida, on the 22d of May, 1878. He enjoyed the 
great blessings of pious parentage and godly 
training, and experienced the power of regen- 
erating grace in childhood. He used to say 
that he could not remember when he did not 
love Jesus. He joined the Church and began 
to preach while yet a youth. He entered the 
Kentucky Conference in 1828, and during his 
connection with that body served many impor- 
tant charges. His service as an itinerant preach- 
er in that State covers a period of twelve years. 
After acting as agent for the American Coloni- 
zation Society for two years, he was stationed at 
Louisville. Here his health failed, and at the 
close of that year he was superannuated. He 
devoted the three succeeding years to the recov- 
ery of his health. Feeling strong enough for 
work again, he was transferred to the Florida 
Conference, of which he continued a member 
till, worn with age and sickness, he fell on 
sleep. While in health he discharged the on- 
erous duties of an itinerant minister with hearty 
diligence and conscientious thoroughness, but 
during a large portion of that long period he 
had to endure the severe trial of enforced activ- 
ity. He was an itinerant preacher for fifty 
years. He was instructive and interesting in 
the pulpit, dealing largely in experimental 
truths and in the practical duties of every-day 
life. He took especial interest in the young, 
and was devoted to the Sunday-school cause. 
He was a meml>er of the Pastor’s Bible Cause 
at the time of his death. The geniality and 
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sweetness of his disposition made him most 
agreeable in social intercourse, and the pleasure 
he took in talking upon religions subjects made 
his company as profitable as it was pleasant. 
His memory was enriched with a half century 
of itinerant experience and observation, and he 
delighted to recall and relate those scenes and 
events that illustrated the power of Divine 
grace and the precious truth of a special provi- 
dence. His table-talk was a feast of fat things. 
His health gradually declined during the last 
two years of his life. The sickness that took 
him oft' lasted nearly a fortnight. While the 
earthly tabernacle was falling into decay, the 
spirit was growing stronger and stronger and 
the more eager for its heavenward flight. He 
was tranquil, trustful, triumphant. Contem- 
plating his near departure, he said: “Tell my 
brethren of the Conference all is well; I am 
happy.” At another time he said: “I have 
often had fears that when the final hour should 
come I would have doubts; but every doubt is 
gone; my way is clear and bright; yes,” he re- 
peated with emphasis, “bright!” Just before 
he breathed his last he exclaimed, “0 1 am so 
happy ! ” He breathed softly for a few minutes; 
then departed to he with Christ. 

Is that a death-bed where the Christian dies? 

Yes, but not his; ’t is Death himself there dies. 

Erastus B. Duncan was born September 6, 
1813; and died at Lawtey, Fla., Sunday morn- 
ing, September 29, 1878. He entered the Ten- 
nessee Conference in 1834, and after laboring 
several years in that Conference he was trans- 
ferred to the Indian Mission Conference. In 
that arduous field he labored long and faithful- 
ly. His declining health requiring lighter 
work and a less rigorous climate, he was trans- 
ferred to the Florida Conference in 1854. On 
the breaking out of the war, he returned to 
Tennessee. When the war ceased, he came 
hack to Florida, where he continued to labor 
with unflagging earnestness and energy until 
the appointed hour arrived for rest and wages. 
While in his tender years he gave his heart to 
God, and all through a long life of active, toil- 
some, self-sacrificing service he showed that his 
conversion was sound, his profession sincere, 
his consecration complete. He professed to en- 
joy rare degrees of gracious experience, and his 
life showed that his profession was not an idle 
boast, and that he was under no mere pleasing 
delusion. His heart was always brimful of 
peace, his joy was often ecstatic, his faith never 
faltered. He always seemed to walk in the 
light. He was a man of strong will, brave, 
candid, firm, and self-reliant. He preached 
and labored under the inspiration of strong 
feeling, and whatsoever he did he did with his 
might. He did good work in unpromising 
fields, and did it with a cheerful spirit. He re- 
proved sharply, warned solemnly, helped heart- 
ily, and consoled tenderly. He was never so 
happy as when trying to lead a penitent to the 
Saviour. His wife writes to a relative: “His 
last words were, ‘I thank thee, O Father, for 
all thy mercies to me, and for forgiving all my 



sins.’” He then folded his own hands gentlv 
on his bosom, and in a few minutes our beloved 
brother passed through the gates and entered 
into the joy of his Lord. 

Samuel Boyd Smitteel was horn Februarv 
26, 1852; and died June 22, 1878. The godly 
work of his parents, with their pious training 
and fervent prayers, resulted in his conversion 
and connection with the Church at the age of 
thirteen. lie was licensed to preach in 1872; 
joined the Holston Conference in 1874; was 
transferred to the Florida Conference in 1876, 
and stationed at Gainesville. The following 
year lie was sent to Palatka. Here his frail 
constitution gave way under the ravages of in- 
curable disease, and the ardent young preacher 
was stopped and silenced, and commanded to 
take his place among those who only stand and 
wait. In the hope that the change would do 
him good, he returned to Gainesville; hut the 
malady continued to pursue its inflexible course, 
and he saw the hand of God pointing to his 
tomb. His heart yearned for his far-off home 
among the mountains of Virginia. He went 
thither; but after remaining there only ten 
days, he went to that sweet, bright, eternal 
home provided for those who have received the 
adoption of sons. His nature was unselfish, 
gentle, sympathetic. His character was com- 
posed of the tender virtues. He endured afflic- 
tion with firm trust and sweet submission. He 
was a faithful minister, a consecrated Christian, 
a true friend, a pleasant companion. During 
his short sojourn at home he talked hut little", 
for his voice was almost gone, and even a whis- 
per caused acute pain. He awaited in prayer- 
ful silence and with an unclouded brow the 
moment of his gracious deliverance; and when 
it came, the grace of trial was turned into the 
glory of triumph. 

Edwin W. YVoodbery was the son of Sam- 
uel Woodberv, one of the veterans of the Flor- 
ida Conference. He was horn in Jefferson 
county, Florida, May 29, 1851; and died on 
Friday, the 24th of June, 1878, at the residence 
of his brother-in-law, Mr. Joseph D. Wilson, 
Tallahassee, Fla. Dedicated to God by his 
pious parents as soon as he began to live, and 
made the subject of daily prayer, he was dili- 
gently instructed in the law of the Lord, and 
trained by gracious help in the ways of virtue 
and religion. He found the way of life, and 
began to walk in it, in 1863, when about twelve 
years old. He joined the Church at that time, 
but continued to strive after a more satisfactory 
evidence of the great change. The brighter 
evidence was vouchsafed in July, 1867, during 
a protracted meeting held at Pisgah Church, in 
Leon Circuit; and from that time he began to 
pray in public and to manifest an increased 
zeal in God’s service. Convinced of the call to 
the ministry, he determined to avail himself of 
a regular collegiate course. This involved the 
outlay of a rare amount of energy and perse- 
verance, the practice of rigid economy and 
sharp self-denial; but with some assistance 
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from appreciative friends, he succeeded in ac- 
complishing his line purpose, graduating with 
distinction at Emory College, Georgia, in 1876. 
His high sense of honor and his manly inde- 
pendence were maintained by returning to the 
lenders all the money he had been forced to 
borrow. While in college he was licensed to 
preach, and in January, 1877, was admitted on 
trial into the Florida Conference, and stationed 
at La Villa, to which charge he was returned 
in 1878. His labors here were richly blessed. 
He won the confidence, admiration, and love of 
the whole community by his line talents, his 
faithful labors, and the propriety that marked 
his deportment. The following extract of a let- 
ter written to his father lets the light in upon 
his inner life, and reveals the spirit of the sin- 
gle-eyed and devoted young preacher: “Dear 
Father: I am still actively employed in trying 
to further my Master’s cause. I am working to 
get niv church to the point where we may ex- 
pect an outpouring of God’s spirit. I realize 
more fully every day the importance of vital 
godliness. A church may l)e numerically and 
financially great, and yet lack the one thing 
needful. I pray constantly that God may use 
me as his instrument to bring all the people of 
La Villa into this close relation to him. Pray 
for us, father.” About the middle of April he 
was seized with chills and fever; and growing 
worse, his parents were informed of his critical 
condition on the 4th of May, and hastened to 
see him. In a few days his condition was so 
much improved that his father returned to his 
charge, his mother remaining with him until 
he was so far recovered it was judged safe to re- 
move him to Tallahassee. On bis arrival there, 
the fever returned with extreme violence, and 
in a few days reached its fatal termination. Al- 
though most of the time delirious, there were 
moments when his mind was clear. 1 hiring one 
of those lucid intervals a friend said, “If the 
Lord should call now, are you ready?” He 
answered, “ Perfectly ready.” His father asked, 
“Do you know me, my son?” He said, “O 
yes.” His mother said to him, “Do you know 
me, my son?” “How can I forget my moth- 
er?” answered the dutiful son. Referring to 
his approaching death, he said, “ I am all right.” 
He was a young man of tine mental endow- 
ments, deep piety, excellent judgment, strong 
will, diligent in the prosecution of his studies, 
eager to excel, affable, genial, and sympathetic, 
doing all his work with heartiness and thor- 
oughness. The death of a young, sweet life, so 
rich in promise of eminent usefulness, is an im- 
penetrable mystery; but we question not nor 
complain, for God took him, and he doeth all 
things well. His day was short; but God gave 
him his work to do, and who will say it was not 
long enough for his allotted work? His day 
was short, but what longer day was ever graced 
and crowned with a more glorious sunset?

John C. Kopp, sr., died at his home in the 
city of Brenham, Washington county, Texas, 
September 7, 1878, at 9 p.m., in great peace. 
He was born June 1, 1825, at Kresbach, King- 
dom of Wurtemburg, Germany. In 1846, after 
a hard struggle as a true penitent, he found 
peace by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. In 
the same year he emigrated with his family to 
New Braunfels, Texas, where they united them- 
selves with the M. E. Church, South, under the 
ministry of the Rev. H. P. Young, who at that 
time had charge of the New Braunfels German

Mission. In 1854 Brother Kopp was received 
as a traveling preacher into the Texas Confer- 
ence, held at Chappell Hill. He was sent, in 
company with C. N. Grote, to the Fredericks- 
burg and Llano Mission as a junior preacher. 
In December, 1855, he was put in charge of 
Fredericksburg Mission. In December, 1856, 
he was sent to Industry Mission, from which 
place he was appointed to Bastrop Mission, 
where he labored two years with good success, 
and added many to the Church. In December, 
1859, he was again appointed to Industry Mis- 
sion, where he did a good work and brought 
many souls to Christ. In 1860, at the Confer- 
ence held in La Grange, he located, left Texas, 
and removed to the State of Ohio. There he 
joined the German Central Conference of the 
M. E. Church, and labored twelve successive 
years, after which his health failed so that he 
had to take a superannuated relation to that 
Conference. In the month of June, 1873, he 
arrived with his family in Chappell Hill, think- 
ing that a change of climate would restore his 
health. He settled down in Brenham. His 
health improved so much that he was readmit- 
ted into the Texas Conference, and joined in 
with his old companions in the work of the 
Lord. Brother Kopp was appointed to Bas- 
trop Mission, where he labored one year. His 
health still being delicate, he was sent to the 
Cibolo and Elm Creek Mission, hoping that by 
this change it would be improved. In Novem- 
ber, 1876, he was assigned to New Braunfels 
Mission, where he labored for two years, as 
much as his health would permit. When his 
health was so much impaired, he was compelled 
to leave our ranks and ask for a superannuated 
relation, which was granted. Brother Kopp 
was a good preacher and pastor, fully conse- 
crated to the work of the Lord, wholly devoted 
to the Lord, waiting for the Lord Jesus to take 
him home to his rest, to rejoice with the re- 
deemed in heaven. His disease, which was 
consumption, caused him intense suffering for a 
number of years, and finally superinduced his 
death. His remains were interred in the cem- 
etery at Brenham, and the Revs. E. F. Stroeter 
and Pfaettle, of the M. E. Church, conducted 
the funeral-service. He has gone to his re- 
ward. He leaves his dearly beloved wife and 
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his only son, our beloved Brother Kopp, with 
liis family, to mourn his death. 

Christopher J. Wiemers died with yellow 
fever, in New Orleans, September 18, 1878, at 
his post of duty; and went from his labor to 
that rest which remains for the people of God. 
He died like a hero — on the field of battle. 
Brother Wiemers was born June 15, 1857, in 
New Fountain, Medina county, Texas, where 
he was reared and brought up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. lie joined the 
Church at New Fountain in the fifteenth year 
of his age, and soon after was happily convert- 
ed to God. In 1873 he went to Soule Univer- 
sity, at Chappell Hill, ivhere he studied one 
year, to prepare for the ministry. In 1875 he 
was licensed to preach the gospel in the city of 
New Orleans, and was sent as a supply to the 
St. Tammany Mission. In November, the same 
year, he was received as a traveling preacher in 
the German Conference, and sent hack to St. 
Tammany Mission. In November, 1876, he 
was appointed to the Carrollton Mission, and 
was reappointed last year to the same work, 
where he labored faithfully until lie was strick- 
en down with that dreadful disease, the yellow 
fever. Dr. Ahrens, his presiding elder, writes 
as follows: “ He was preacher in our Society in 
Carrollton, went in spite of pestilence and in 
the face of death to the bedside of the sick and 
dying, prayed with them and pointed them to 
the Lamb of God who took away the sins of the 
world, till he himself fell a victim to that dead- 
ly scourge. We did all we could to save his 
precious life, but all our efforts were unavail- 
ing. He was calm, resigned — spoke very little 
during his sickness, but he declared his readi- 
ness to depart and be with Christ. We have 
lost in him more than a brother or a friend — 
we lost in him a son of the gospel. He was 
under our care and training, and coming to us 
as a tender bud, lie developed most hopefully 
and gloriously into a flower of beauty and fra- 
grance. The flower has withered, and his body 
lies cold in death. Our loss is his gain. lie has 
gone to his reward. May the Lord bless and 
comfort his dearly beloved wife, and his par- 
ents, brothers, and those who mourn his death, 
with a blissful reunion in heaven!”

Carroll Long was born in McMinn coun- 
ty, Tennessee, November 26, 1833. Of pious 
parentage, lie M*as converted in his fifteenth 
year. His license to exhort is dated January 
28, 1845. The same year he was licensed to 
preach, admitted on trial in the Annual Con- 
ference, and sent as junior preacher on the 
Greeneville Circuit, under the Rev. T. K. Mun- 
sey. The next year he was in charge of Jones- 
ville Circuit, Virginia. In 1847 he was sent to 
Cumberland Mission, and the year following to 
Kingston Circuit. Then he was sent to Wytbe- 
ville Circuit, Virginia. In 1851-2 he traveled 
Newbern Circuit, Virginia, and while there he 
married Miss Nancy S. Oury, with whom he 
lived most happily the rest of his life. The 
years 1853-4 he spent on Marion Circuit, Vir- 
ginia. The next year he was stationed at 
Greeneville. Athens Circuit received him in 
1856-7, and Madisonville Circuit in 1858. He 
was presiding elder of the Jonesboro District in 
1859-60. Again Athens Circuit received him 
two years — in time of our civil war. During 
the darker days of the war he remained at 
home, preaching far and near as occasion of- 
fered. To test his loyalty, the Federal troops 
at Sweet Water forced him to stand and preach 
under their flag; and to subject him and the 
sainted Swisher to insult, “certain lewd fellows 
of the baser sort” marched these meek men of 
God away from their quarterly-meeting at De- 
catur to Athens, and then made them carry each 
a pine pole through the streets of the latter 
town. Then came the vile pamphlet and the 
viler after-sermon “Talk” — both of which re- 
acted against the short-sighted authors, and sent 
them to seek a hiding-place beyond the Father 
of Waters. Brother Long was threatened, but 
spared, the cruel bodily scourgings that were 
endured by Neal, Brillhart, McNees, Mahoney, 
Eagleston, and Jacob Smith; but the tortures 
his sensitive spirit endured are fully known to 
God alone. Ilis subsequent labors as presiding 
elder on the Chattanooga, Athens, and Knox- 
ville Districts were abundant, and appreciated 
by the people and honored of God in an emi- 
nent degree. “He was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith; and much people 
was added unto the Lord.” Thousands will 
rise up in eternity, and bless God for his faith- 
ful ministrations. He led the Holston delega- 
tion in the General Conference at Memphis, 
and distinguished himself as a working mem- 
ber of the General Conference at Louisville. 
He was a man of one work — an able and ear- 
nest preacher. He was regarded as one of the 



safest counselors in the Holston Conference. 
He came up from a victorious campaign last 
year to our Annual Conference at Cleveland, 
but he was too unwell to attend regularly to the 
interests of his district on the Conference floor 
or in the bishop’s cabinet. However, hopes 
were entertained that his health would soon be 
restored. Accordingly, in the list of appoint- 
ments he was read out as presiding elder of the 
Chattanooga District. But his work was done. 
He went home — to die. His illness increased, 
despite the best medical aid and the kindest 
nursing care. Hemorrhages from the lungs 
came on in alarming frequency and profusion 
till the 22d of May, when, surrounded by weep- 
ing wife and children and loved ones, he ex- 
pired in the same house in which he had been 
born. Two days later his mortal remains were 
interred in the cemetery at Wesleyana, his na- 
tive church — his grave in front of the door, 
through which it is visible to the preacher 
standing in the pulpit and ministering in holy 
things. A large concourse of friends mingled 
their grief at his burial. The funeral-service 
was begun by Brother Wheeler, the presiding 
elder of the district. The sermon was preached 
by John H. Brunner. Then followed touching 
tributes from Dr. Smith, T. Sullins, D. W. Car- 
tel*, L. L. H. Carloek, and T. R. Handy. The oc- 
casion was one of intense feeling and solemnity. 
Brother Long was “ tranquil amid alarms.” His 
utterances had for his visitors a peculiar charm. 
To him there seemed to be “no chilling waters 
of a Jordan to be crossed, but a sweet flying 
away to be at rest.” Once, recalling the writer 
to his room, his eyes moist with tears and his 
lips slightly quivering with emotion, he said: 
“I may get well, but I am making all my cal- 
culations the other way. When you go up to 
Conference, and I am not there, tell my breth- 
ren this message from me: That I return them 
my parchments, after thirty years, as unsullied 
as when they gave them to me. This is all I 
wished to say. Good-by.” The “ Life and 
Times of Carroll Long” is an interesting book 
that might be written. 

William Wiley Neal was born in Whit- 
ley county, Kentucky, August 12, 1824. He 
joined the M. E. Church when quite young, was 
licensed to preach before he was of age, and em- 
ployed as junior preacher on New Market Cir- 
cuit. He was received into the Holston Con- 
ference on trial in 1846, ordained deacon and 
admitted into full connection in 1848, and or- 
dained elder in 1850. He continued in the 
traveling connection about thirty-two years. A 
portion of tiiis time his appointments were 
nominal, owing to his feeble health; but he had 
charge at different times of several important 
circuits, and was for some time presiding elder. 
He was happily married to Miss Susan Letitia 
Gaines, at Eden’s Ridge, Sullivan county, Tenn., 
April 10, 1851. He enjoyed the advantages of 
a liberal education, having in his boyhood spent 
some time at the East Tennessee University. 
His life was divided among preaching, teach- 
ing, and editing. As a preacher his language 
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was usually chaste, and sometimes elegant. As 
his lungs were weak, his voice was not adapted 
to the highest feats of popular oratory, but his 
preaching was characterized by an unusual de- 
gree of pathos. He was a weeping prophet. 
His sympathies were warm and gushing, and it 
was almost impossible for him to discuss a topic 
that led to tender reflections without giving way 
to tears. His mind was poetical rather than 
philosophical. He was at different times con- 
nected with a number of schools. At one time 
president of Holston College, New Market, 
Tenn., and at another principal of Blountville 
Masonic Female Institute. His principal tro- 
phies, however, were achieved in the editorial 
fleld. He was at various times editor of the 
Bristol Advocate, Marion Sentinel and Soldiers' 
Friend, Morristown Gazette, and Rhea Springs 
News, of the last of which he was editor till 
within a few weeks before his death. He was 
fond of writing, and wrote with ease. The pa- 
pers published by him were avowedly secular, 
but they were characterized bv a high moral 
and religious tone. As a writer he was racy 
rather than pointed, agreeable rather than pro- 
found. He was distinguished as a temperance 
advocate, and is said to have organized the first 
division of Sons of Temperance ever organized 
in East Tennessee. He was for many years 
chairman of the Committee on Temperance in 
the Conference. His social qualities were al- 
most unsurpassed. He was modest, gentle, and 
affable. Humor and pathos were happily blend- 
ed in him. He was a brilliant conversational- 
ist. He was fond of revival-services, and would 
sing, weep, and rejoice over penitents and with 
new converts for hours without seeming to be 
wearied. He was gifted in prayer. He was called 
on to pray at the last religious meeting he ever at- 
tended, and the prayer is said to have been one 
of astonishing power. He had long warning 
of his approaching end, and seems to have made 
constant preparation for the expected change. 
In his last illness he exhibited Christian pa- 
tience and resignation. He expressed to his wife 
the hope that he would rally and be able to 
write and preach again ; but God had in reserve 
for him better things. He died of pulmonary 
consumption, at li^s residence, Rhea county, 
Tennessee, January 24, 1878, leaving an amia- 
ble Christian wife and several interesting chil- 
dren. He was buried with Masonic honors 
near his home, his funeral-discourse having 
been preached by the Rev. D. F. Smyth, the 
presiding elder of Sequatchie District. Broth- 
er Neal was nothing more than a man, and 
therefore had his weaknesses, which need not 
be commemorated here; but his virtues were 
many, he was an example of the power of sav- 
ing grace, and has no doubt entered into the 
rest that remaineth to the people of God. 

Wiley B. Winton, the son of James and 
Rhoda Winton, was born in Roane county, Ten- 
nessee, in the year 1812. He professed religion 
and united with the M. E. Church at a very 
early age. His parents were remarkable for 
their devotion to God and his Church. Both 



his grandparents, John Winton and Morris 
Mitchell, were local preachers in the Church. 
These men occupied exalted positions in the lo- 
cal ranks, and were men of great force of char- 
acter. From the time of his conversion, Wiley 
B. Winton was impressed by the Divine Spirit 
that it was his duty to take on him the office 
and work of the Christian ministry. He had 
learned from observation that this was an ardu- 
ous and self-sacrificing work. His father’s house 
had been the home of the preachers from his 
earliest recollection; hence he was familiar 
with the privations and sacrifices of the itiner- 
ant ministry from childhood. However, he 
“ conferred not with flesh and blood,” but yield- 
ed to the convictions of conscience, and conse- 
crated the whole of his intellectual and moral 
powers to the interests of the Churth and to the 
moral elevation of the apostate race. He was 
accordingly licensed to preach in his native 
county in September, 1833. In October of the 
same year lie was admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection at a session of the Holston 
Conference held at Kingston, Tenn., by Bishop 
Roberts. At the close of the session, he was 
appointed junior preacher on the Jonesboro 
Circuit, under the Rev. Arnold Patton, who was 
in charge. In 1834—5 he was in charge of the 
Pearisburg Circuit, where he was remarkably 
blessed in his work, and where he is still en- 
throned in the affections of the people. In 
1835-6 he was in charge of the Wytheville Cir- 
cuit, where he labored with great success for 
two years. In 1836-7 he was in charge of the 
Abingdon Circuit. In 1837-8 he was returned ** 
to the Wytheville Circuit, where he continued 
two years. In the autumn of 1838 he was unit- 
ed in marriage to Sophia Miller, of Wythe 
county (now Pulaski county), Virginia, by the 
Rev. T. Sullins. In 1840-1 he was in charge 
of the Rogersville Circuit, with the Rev. T. K. 
Munsev as his assistant. He continued on this 
work for two years. In the year 1843-4 lie was 
returned to Jonesboro Circuit. His health hav- 
ing failed, at the next session of the Conference 
he was placed on the superannuated list, where 
he remained until the autumn of 1848. In the 
spring of 1845 he took work on the Wvtheville 
Circuit, under the Rev. C. D. Smith, who was 
in charge that year. In the autumn of 1848 he 
was appointed presiding elder of the Wythe- 
ville District, which office he held for four 
years. At the session of the Conference held 
in October, 1852, he was compelled by personal 
affliction to take a superannuated relation to 
the Conference, which continued to the time 
of his death. In the autumn of 1856 he re- 
moved to the State of Iowa; and in 1866 he 
removed to Missouri, where he departed this 
life March 30, 1878. It will be observed that 
for nearly forty-five years he retained member- 
ship in the Holston Conference. While for a 
number of years lie was beyond the realm of 
Southern Methodism, and denied the pleasure 
of association with his Holston brethren, the 
strong cords of affection which hound him to 
his “dear Holston” were never severed. To her 
he had given the strength of his manhood, and 
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in old age lie prayed for her success and rejoiced 
in her triumphs. His heart overflowed with 
gratitude to his brethren for having retained 
his name on the roll of the Conference, and for 
the aid which the Church gave him in times 
of financial distress. No man has ever had 
membership in the Holston Conference who la- 
bored more zealously and efficiently than Wiley 
11. Winton. Perhaps thousands were brought 
to the cross through his instrumentality, and 
great multitudes were strengthened and com- 
forted on their weary march to their far-off 
home while hearing the blessed gospel from his 
eloquent lips. He was emphatically a child of 
affliction, with but little of this world’s goods 
under his control. With a feeble constitution, 
and his eve-siglit nearly gone, and scarcely ever 
seeing a well hour, he labored on, and waited 
patiently for the coming of his Lord. When 
the summons came, it found him serene, peace- 
ful, smiling, and happy in God his Saviour.

May his disconsolate wid- 
ow and weeping children cherish his holy life 
as a sweet savor, enjoy the blessed comforts of 
religion, and follow in the footsteps of a loving 
husband and a kind and venerated father, and 
at last meet in heaven!

Jeremiah Strother was born in Gallatin 
county, Kentucky, November 2, 1802, and died 
near Millersburg, Ivy., March 21, 1878. Brother

Strother was thoroughly educated in the pecul- 
iarities and excellences of Methodism by the 
care of his father and the lovely Christian ex- 
amples of father and mother in that home circle 
where the family altar had its regular offer- 
ings, and true religion was the rule and enjoy- 
ment of the household. Under the faithful 
preaching of the Rev. B. T. Crouch, sr., Brother 
Strother was influenced to unite with the Meth- 
odist Church at Carrollton, Ky., in March, 1829. 
At that time Brother Strother was a candidate 
for the State Legislature. He was elected, and 
served his term with credit to himself and to 
the entire satisfaction of his constituents. He 
for some years, at different times, acted as sur- 
veyor in his native county, now named Trimble. 
In 1857 he joined the Kentucky Conference, 
of which he was a superannuated member at 
the time of his death. He was a man of pleas- 
ing address, fine social qualities, sanguine tem- 
perament, unhesitating reception of the doc- 
trines of his Church, clear, practical ideas, 
which, united with excellent vocal powers and 
an earnest, decided zeal for God, made him a 
useful minister of the New Testament. He was 
married, and left a large family of children, to 
whom he has bequeathed the richest of inherit- 
ances — the memory of his virtues and the ex- 
ample of his pious life. He had in later years 
of his life several paralytic attacks, which ulti- 
mately laid him low in death. Under privation 
and suffering he was resigned, peaceful, and 
cheerful. The writer was with him in his dying- 
hours, paid the last offices of love to his mem- 
ory, and trusts to meet his life-long friend in 
our Father’s home on high. Brother Strother’s 
remains were placed by the side of his honored 
parents, in Trimble county, Kentucky, and he 
leaves behind him the record of a good man, a 
servant of Christ.

TrFF Foster was born in De Soto parish, 
Louisiana, in 1850; and died with yellow fever, 
in New Orleans, October 23, 1878, aged twenty- 
eight veal's. He spent his boyhood days on his 
father’s farm, where he lived and labored until 
he was some twenty years of age. I p to this 
time he had only received the rudiments of an 
English education. Feeling now that he was 
called of God to the work of the ministry, he 
resolved to prepare himself more fully for that 
work by completing his education; hence, with 
the approbation of his father, he commenced 
his college course, first at Homer, and then at 
Centenary College, Louisiana. He spent some 
live years at these two institutions. He grad- 
uated with first honors at Centenary College, 
July, 1877. About the time he started to school 
he was licensed to preach, and preached some 
four years as a local preacher while a student 
at school. From Dr. Andrews we learn that 
he was a laborious student, a devoted Christian, 
and a faithful preacher while at Centenary. On 
his return home from school his father and 



family, who had watched him with so much 
anxiety during his school term, were proud of 
him ; and so were we all, for we found that he 
was fully resolved to consecrate himself to the 
itinerant work in the Louisiana Conference. 

His physical, mental, and moral strength gave 
the Church a hope that a vast amount of good 
would be realized from his life and labors. He 
was received into the traveling connection on 
trial, at Opelousas, December, 1877, and was 
sent to Moreau Street Church, New Orleans. He 
came to his work, and up to the time of the ep- 
idemic was faithful and laborious in all the du- 
ties of a pastor. When the crisis came, and 
the plague made its appearance, and the hearts 
of many failed, lie decided to remain, comfort 
his flock, and to sutler and if need be to die 
with them. Up to the time he took the fever 
he had been faithful by day and by night, vis- 
iting the sick and dying, and administering to 
their necessities. His attack was violent from 
the first, and the strong man in a few days , 

yielded to the fatal stroke. He fell at his post. 

His end was peace. We received a dispatch: 

“ Tift’ Foster is dead.” We wept and said, 

“ Blessed are the dead, who die in the Lord, 
for they rest from their labors.” 

Philip H. Moss was born September 17, ^ 

1849, in Lexington, Oglethorpe county, Geor- 
gia. He received a good education from his 
father, Prof. Thomas B. Moss, of Mason Acad- 
emy, a prominent educator in that State. In 
1867 he came to Lowndes county, Alabama, and 
engaged in mercantile pursuits. He was con- 
verted under the ministry of Rev. E. Phillips, 
at Letohatehee Church, in Lowndes county, in 
the summer of 1870. Soon after his conver- 
sion, he became impressed that he was called 
to preach the gospel, but for a long time he re- 
sisted the call. At last he yielded to the Divine 
will, and was licensed to preach bv the Fort 
Deposit Quarterly Conference in the fall of 
1872. In December of the same year he was 
received on trial in the Alabama Conference at 
Eufaula. For three successive years he labored , 
with great acceptability on the Greenville Cir- f 
cuit. In 1S76 he was sent to Troy and Brun- 
didge, where God gave him many seals to his 
ministry, and the people became bound to him 
with ties that never can be broken. When, at 
the close of the year, he was transferred to the 
Louisiana Conference, the Alabama Conference 
bv resolution expressed their confidence in him, 
approval of his work, and regret for his de- 
parture. He was sent to the Monroe and Delhi 
Circuit, which he served for nearly two years — 
until God called him. No preacher ever ac- 
complished more there, although he had many 
obstacles at the very outset. The churches be- 
came alive. Under his pungent, plain, and 
spiritual preaching sinners were awakened and 
converted. Scarcely a Sunday passed without 
additions to the Church. In fact, his whole 
pastorate was a continued revival. In May, 
1877, at Delhi, there was a most gracious re- 
vival. It was the time appointed for Quarterly 
Conference, but neither presiding elder nor any 
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other preacher could get there because of the 
overflow. God stood by Iris servant. Eighty 
were added to the Methodist Church and nearly 
twenty to the Presbyterian. Having been re- 
turned to the circuit, in May, 1878, lie married 
Mrs. Mollie I). Fontaine. She was a true, good 
wife, and proved a worthy helpmeet in his life 
work. He attended the District Conference at 
Waterproof the first of last August. Here 
God seemed to give him a special anointing. 
Socially, in the Conference-room, and in the 
pulpit, he was a power for good. He certainly 
had the tongue of fire. Upon his return, he 
found the dread yellow fever had made its ap- 
pearance at Delhi and his wife had gone to a 
place of safety. He joined her, and for some 
days remained there, hoping that the fever 
would disappear, as there was only one case. This 
hope proved illusive. Several of his members 
were taken down. He came in and with his 
faithful wife worked for the Master. His labors 
were unceasing. He exhausted his physical 
powers in his work of love and mercy. Bv the 
bedside of the sick and dying, at the grave 
— everywhere — he was ever the true soldier of 
the cross. Finally his wife was prostrated by 
the scourge, and while ministering to her lie 
also became a victim. When consciousness re- 
turned to Sister Moss, her husband and son were 
buried. The sword had worn out the scabbard. 
Almost immediately after he was attacked, he 
became delirious. Even then out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth spoke. His 
ravings were of the Church, of the sick and 
dying. Repeatedly he endeavored to get up 
and go out among the suffering. A few hours 
before he died, consciousness seemed to return. 
He knelt by his bedside and prayed; then say- 
ing to the negro nurse that he was ready to go, 
with the glory of Heaven already in bis coun- 
tenance, lie fell asleep and awoke in heaven. 
In Monroe his death was regarded as a public 
calamity. Strong men — even the irreligious — 
wept at the news. Hoary age and sunny child- 
hood alike felt the shadow of heart- felt grief. 
To those who knew him not, all descriptions of 
his character would seem extravagant eulogy. 
His manners were ever gentle, courteous, and 
attractive to all. Everywhere he went the 
little children clung to him as they did of old 
to the Master whose footsteps he followed even 
unto death. He was a man of prayer. His 
most intimate friend asserts that Brother Moss 
was never by himself an hour without kneeling 
in prayer. He was a devoted student of God’s 
word. He not only read a portion each day, 
but he studied it. Besides this, he systematic- 
ally read religious books. He was well versed 
in our standards. With all his studying, he 
found time to visit all his people. lie was a 
pastor by natural gifts, and still more so by 
grace, lie had the happy art of religious con- 
versation. Even the most irreligious enjoyed 
it. Ilis preaching was of the Spirit and in the 
Spirit. His sermons were exceedingly plain, 
but so pointed, and clinched by illustrations 
from every-day life. In his presence you in- 
stinctively felt that God was near. Meek, 



humble, with an eye single to the Master’s glo- 
ry, Jesus led him on step by step. He loved 
the Church. The last message received from 
him by the Rev. J. Lane Borden, assistant 
preacher, was: “Take care of my charge. I 
am busy in the Lord’s work.” Noble and true 
words. Sinners loved him, and he was ever 
extraordinarily successful in bringing them to 
Christ. We still mourn him. The shadow of 
a great grief is upon us. But he has ascended 
the crystal stair-way of glory, with the palm of 
victory in his hands, and upon his head is the 
crown of rejoicing, gemmed with bright stars. 

Samuel Henry Sciiroeder was born in 
the city of New Orleans, December 5, 1846. 
His father, Henry, and his mother, Martha Eliz- 
abeth Schroeder, were godly people, walking 
like Zacharias and Elizabeth in the command- 
ments and ordinances of the Lord. Samuel 
was like Samuel of old, a child of prayer, a 
child consecrated to the Lord. Like the holy 
child Jesus, lie was early found in the temple 
of the Lord, hearing and learning the way of 
salvation. It was comparatively a slight tran- 
sition in his nineteenth year to ratify and con- 
firm the promise and vow of repentance, faith, 
and obedience contained in the baptismal cov- 
enant. His iniquities were forgiven, and his 
spiritual disease was healed; he had the clear- 
est proof that his spiritual health had been 
fully restored, but his consciousness of it, as in 
the case of physical restoration to health, was 
gradually yet clearly attained. He was an 
active and successful Sunday-school worker, 
and steward in the Church. In due time he 
was called to a higher and wider field of labor. 
In his twenty-fifth year he felt that he was 
called of God and moved by the Holy Ghost 
to take upon him the office and work of the 
ministry. The Quarterly Conference of Moreau 
Street Church, in whose Sunday-school he had 
been a pupil and a teacher, licensed him to 
preach the gospel. This was in 1871. He was 
received on trial in the Louisiana Annual Con- 
ference at its session in January, 1872, and ap- 
pointed to Atlanta, Evergreen, and Big Cane; 
then to Harrisonburg and Sicily Island ; to 
Opelousas for two years; then to Moreau Street 
in New Orleans; and at the Opelousas Confer- 
ence in December, l!S77, was granted a super- 
numerary relation because of ill health. He 
was seven years a member of the Louisiana 
Annual Conference. His last pastoral labor 
was in supplying the place vacated by the death 
of our beloved and lamented Brother Foster. 
In the Moreau Street Church he preached his 
first and his last sermon. He was a scholar of 
fair and accurate attainments, studious, and fond 
of books. As a theologian he was Wesleyan, 
and well read in our standards. His mind was 
clear, well-balanced, and analytical. As a 
preacher he was instructive, spiritual, and use- 
ful. His manners and address were dignified, 
refined, and pleasing. He made many friends, 
and, so far as we are advised, no enemies. He 
was most diligent, and cheerfully helpful in 
every good work. He was an improving and 
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developing man, and his friends and the Church 
justly anticipated large and gracious results 
from his ministerial career. But how un- 
certain, how vain indeed, are all human antici- 
pations! Astronomically we can calculate when 
the sun shall reach its zenith, and when it shall 
sink behind the darkened west; but of our- 
selves and others we know not what a day may 
bring forth. A few brief days ago this heroic 
young soldier of the cross was accoutered in his 
armor, reporting for duty, and pressing to the 
front. lie was attacked on Saturday, the 4th 
of January, and after eighteen short hours he 
ceased to struggle, to suffer, and to live among 
men, only as he lives embalmed in our mem- 
ories. Living as we do in a world full of 
sin and ignorance, the sudden removal of such 
a man, and such a minister, is a mystery past 
finding out — a mystery which the revelations 
of eternitv can alone explain. This sudden call 
says to us: “ Work while it is called to-day, for 
the night cometh when no man can work.” It 
says to us: “ Be ye also ready, for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of man cometh.” 
On his dying-bed, our sainted brother said to 
his sorrowing mother that Christ was unspeak- 
ably precious, and had been more so to him 
than ever in the last months of his life. He 
was ready and ripe for the garner of God. 
Like his Lord, his deathless spirit rose from 
the tomb of the body early on the first day of 
the week, and ascended to realize the fruition 
of his best and brightest hopes. 

Servant of God, well done!

Edward C. Slater was born in Louisburg, 
Va., March 1, 1818. He was converted to 
Christ under the ministry of the Rev. Norval 
M ilson, of the Baltimore Conference; and in 
his eighteenth year, at Salem, received license 
to preach the gospel. For some two years he 
was in the local ranks, and engaged in teach- 
ing. Removing to Tennessee, lie became prin- 
cipal of a school in Maurv county. In 1838 he 
was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Confer- 
ence, and in due time was graduated to dea- 
con’s and elder’s orders, and continued in the 
regular work till he was transferred to the 
Memphis Conference, in 1855. We need not 
name all the appointments which he filled in 
succession, but among them were many of the 
most important in that old Conference, such as 
Shelbyville, Murfreesboro, Lebanon, Hunts- 
ville, Columbia, and McKendree, at Nashville. 
For several years he labored extensively and 
successfully in Middle and West Tennessee as 
agent of the American Bible Society. In the 
Memphis Conference he was presiding elder on 
the Jackson District from 1855 to 1859. He 
was then elected President of Andrew College, 
and remained in that position until the college 
was suspended by the war. He then took 
charge of the church in Paducah, Ky., and 
filled that station until 1807. Then he was two 
years on the Paducah District. At the Confer- 
ence held in 1869 he was appointed to the First 
Church, in Memphis, and continued there four 
years; then one year at the Central Church; 
and then three years at the First Church, in 
Jackson, Tenn.; then again returned to the 
First Church, in Memphis. This was his last 
appointment, his last field of labor; from it 
God took him to heaven. Dr. Slater was one 
of our greatest and noblest men, a man of rare 
genius, learning, and eloquence. As a pulpit 
orator he had but few equals, and he was also 
an able expounder of the doctrines of the Bi- 
ble, successful in winning souls to Christ, and a 
most excellent pastor. He was much beloved 
by his people wherever he labored, and highly 
respected by the whole community, and hon- 
ored and esteemed by his brethren in the min- 
istry. In 1834 Dr. Slater married Miss Ann 
Eliza Linster, of Murfreesboro, Tenn. Dying, 
she left three children, Thomas, Elizabeth, and 
Marv. In 1854 he married Miss Mary C. Cole, 
of Madison county, Tenn. Of this marriage 
was horn Edward E., who died two years ago, 
a young preacher of rare promise; and Sallie, 
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Annie, Gertrude, and Lee. His dear wife soon 
followed her husband to heaven, as did also two 
daughters, Miss Mary and Miss Sallie — young 
and lovely, accomplished and pious, ready for 
the call of the Master, as were their parents. 
We close this memoir with what Dr. Johnson 
has said in the Western Methodist of the last 
hours and death of our brother: “During the 
yellow fever epidemic of 1873 in this city, we, 
with many others, witnessed the faithful labors 
of Dr. Slater, then pastor of the First Method- 
ist Church. Returning to the same charge, after 
an absence of four years, he was here again, 
though older and feebler in body, to minister 
to the sick and dying in the midst of an epi- 
demic the most afflicting and fatal ever known 
among us. True to his God and to his breth- 
ren, he faltered not, but hastened to and fro ev- 
erywhere, rendering material as well as spirit- 
ual comfort to the sick and dying, burying the 
dead, and comforting the bereaved. Saturday 
night, September 7th, at the suburban residence 
of one of his members, Mrs. Q. C. Atkinson, 
where his family were sojourning, he was strick- 
en down; and Monday morning between eight 
and nine o’clock very suddenly and unexpect- 
edly he passed away, having been sick only 
about thirty-six hours. While sitting up in 
bed, partaking of some nourishment, a glass of 
milk with rice, he fell back and expired almost 
in a moment. But few people knew of his ill- 
ness until they knew also of his death. We 
deeply regretted that the tidings of his depart- 
ure did not reach us until the hour of his bu- 
rial, that we might at least have mingled our 
tears with the few that stood around his grave 
at Elmwood. In his illness and death he was 
kindly ministered unto bv brethren of his 
charge, John A. Holt, and John Waynesburg, 
of the Masonic Relief Board. The funeral- 
service was conducted at the grave by Dr. Dal- 
zell, a physician and clergyman also, of the P. 
E. Church, from Shreveport, La. We learn 
that Dr. Dalzell made some very appropriate 
and comforting remarks, founded on the text, 
‘Greater love hath no man than this, that he 
lay down his life for his friends.’ The Rev. 
W. P. Barton, at our request, writes: ‘Septem- 
ber 9th that noble martyr, Dr. Slater, was by 
Dr. Dalzell laid in the Masons’ Rest. We 
sometimes, in a feeling of admiration, call men 
martyrs who are not entitled to the honor; but 
Dr. Slater was fully entitled to it. On the 15th 
of August I talked to him in reference to his 
views of the fever. He said to me: “I am an 
older man than in 1873; I am feeble; I do n’t 
think I can last through the siege; but by God’s 
help I will do what I can.” There was the 
martyr looking the danger steadily in the face, 
and for Christ’s sake and his Church’s sake and 
humanity’s sake he faced death, and justly won 
the martyr’s crown. His noble and now saint- 
ed daughter Mollie told me only a few days be- 
fore her death that her father talked over the 
duty and danger of the situation. She said her 
father had determined before the fever to go to 
the mountains a few weeks, to repair his feeble 
health ; but as soon as he was certain the fear- 
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fill storm was breaking, he said to his family: 
“I can’t leave my charge now. Methodism 
would sink in Memphis, to rise no more. I 
must stay, if it costs me mv life.” His family 
were of the same mind. His noble daughter, 
when speaking of her father’s resolve to stay 
with his charge, though that resolve had al- 
ready cost her her father, mother, sister, and 
was in a few days to cost her own life also, said 
with solemn earnestness: “Pa did right. I 
would rather he had staid, and died as he did, 
than desert his people in the hour of their 
greatest calamity.” ’ ” 

Phixeas Thomas Scruggs, the fifth son of 
Finch and Nancy Scruggs, was born in David- 
son county, Tennessee, March, 1806. He pro- 
fessed faith in Christ at a prayer-meeting in his 
father’s house, in Lauderdale county, Alabama, 
in 1824; was licensed to preach and admitted 
on probation in the Tennessee Conference in 
1826; was married to Minerva Rivers in 1828. 
He traveled first on Buffalo Circuit; then Win- 
chester Circuit; afterward filled several ap- 
pointments in West Tennessee, then in the 
bounds of the Tennessee Conference. He was 
the first stationed preacher in Paris, appointed 
therein 1831. Subsequently he filled Florence- 
Station, Alabama, and Columbia, Tenn. In 
1836 he was appointed Agent for La Grange- 
College. On account of inadequate support for 
a young and growing family, he adopted the 
profession of law, located at the Conference 
held in Somerville, Tenn., in 1837, and settled 
in that town. In 1839, on account of conscien- 
tious scruples about exercising the functions 
of the ministry in connection with a secular 
profession, he voluntarily surrendered his min- 
isterial credentials. From that time until 1871 
he was actively engaged in his profession; for 
six years was a circuit judge in North Missis- 
sippi. In 1872, at our Conference in Somer- 
ville, Tennessee, where thirty-five years before 
he located, he was readmitted into the travel- 
ing connection. Since his reiidmission he has 
been stationed in Paris, La Grange, and Coll- 
ierville; and for two years past was, by reason 
of failing health, in a supernumerary relation. 
He was elected Judge of the Criminal Court in 
Memphis during last summer, receiving a large 
majority over strong competition, a fact that 
evinces the confidence of the people among 
whom he had lived longest in his personal virt- 
ues and legal attainments. Brother Scruggs, 
died at his home, seven miles from Memphis,. 
October 19, 1878, of the fatal pestilence that 
swept from West Tennessee so many eminent 
and honored citizens, from our Church so many 
worthy members, and from our Conference so 
many able ministers. His illness lasted only 
six days* The messenger found him calm 
amidst the alarms of the plague, and his death 
was peaceful, and even joyful. He leaves a 
widow (his second wife), a son, and two daugh- 
ters, who, with several grandchildren and a 
host of warm friends and loving brethren,. la- 
ment his death and fondly cherish his memory. 
Phineas T. Scruggs was no ordinary man. lie

possessed a massive brain, a high-toned and del- 
icately-strung emotional nature, and an indi- 
viduality that rendered him a man of mark in 
every position he chose to occupy. In the ear- 
ly days of his ministry he ranked among the 
foremost men of his age and country, being es- 
teemed by popular verdict the peer of the most 
eloquent pulpit men of the times. During the 
long exile from the pulpit which he imposed 
upon himself, his friends never ceased to wish 
for his return, knowing that his true sphere 
was to proclaim the unsearchable riches of 
Christ. Alas! how soon after his return was 
his voice hushed in perpetual silence! He has 
passed over the river, and we doubt not has 
found rest under the shade of the trees that 
grow' by the river of life. 

David R. S. Rosebrough, son of Samuel 
and Mariam Rosebrough, was born in Fayette- 
ville, Tenn., November 2, 1842. In 1850 his 
parents removed to Shelby county, Tennessee. 
There he grew' to manhood. Endowed by nat- 
ure with a bright mind and a warm heart, he 
gave early promise of excellence in character 
and life, and from childhood he was the joy 
and hope of his family. His father’s purpose 
was to give him the benefit of a liberal educa- 
tion. Accordingly, he was sent to the best 
schools in the country. In his seventeenth 
year he entered Emory and Henry College, 
Virginia, where he made rapid progress in his 
studies. With pleasure he anticipated his 
graduation, after which he would continue his 
studies in preparation for admission to the prac- 
tice of law; but at the close of his first college 
year duty and affection called him away to trav- 
el with and wait upon an invalid brother. Not 
long afterward, his mind, already religiously 
inclined, was forcibly impressed bv his broth- 
er’s death in the far South; and so, while be- 
reaved indeed, he returned home with a bless- 
ing beyond price — with a fixed purpose to 
devote himself to God’s service. His mother 
had passed away to the better land in 1852 ; and 
his father’s death, in 1862, more than ever and 
most decidedly stirred his soul and disposed his 
thoughts and feelings in favor of the new life. 
Though not yet regenerated, he sought and 
served the Lord. But the war between the 
States was then raging, and he became a sol- 
dier of the South. In the army he was brave 
and true, and a model man in the estimation of 
his comrades; indeed, they looked upon him as 
a Christian in the full sense. While a private 
he was elevated to the position of Assistant Ad- 
jutant-general of Dobbins’s Brigade. Its duties 
he performed with fidelity, and he enjoyed the 
highest esteem of officers as well as soldiers in 
the army. For some time lie was a prisoner of 
war at Alton, 111., where he contracted disease 
which brought him almost to the grave. When 
exchanged he was no longer able to do army 
service. The war ending, he returned to the 
old homestead, near Memphis; and his educa- 
tional opportunities having passed away with 
the lapse of time, he decided to spend his life 
quietly in the cultivation of the soil. May 23, 



1866, he married Miss Mattie C. Williams, 
daughter of the Rev. Jere. Williams; and in 
the following September, at Bethlehem Church, 
the Rev. T. P. Holman, pastor, he was thor- 
oughly renewed in the spirit of his mind — born 
of the Holy Ghost. Immediately he connected 
himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. From that time he experienced a call 
to the ministry — a clear, strong consciousness, 
borne in upon his soul from on high, that it was 
his duty to preach the gospel of Christ. To 
the call of the Master he hearkened, conferring 
not with flesh and blood. It was his wish and 
purpose to resume and continue his college 
studies, preparatory to the ministry; but, yield- 
ing to the judgment of his presiding elder, the 
Rev. John Moss, and his pastor, the Rev. T. P. 
Holman, he applied for and received a license 
to preach the gospel of Christ, and in the au- 
tumn of 1867 was admitted on trial in the 
Memphis Conference. His first appointment 
was Hernando Circuit; Springdale, 1868-9, 
1869-70, 1870-71, 1871-2; Somerville Station, 
1872-3, 1873-4; Memphis City Mission, 1874- 
5; Bible Agency, 1875-6; Bartlett Circuit, 
1876-7, 1877-8. An enlightened, spiritual, and 
practical Christian, endowed with uncommon 
natural abilities, well improved by study; ami- 
able, refined, modest yet firm, conscientious in 
the highest degree, and irreproachable in his 
life, an Israelite in whom there was no guile, a 
man as near faultless as it is possible for our 
frail human nature; hardly ever, if ever, err- 
ing, unless in judgment — having dedicated 
himself soul and body to the Master’s service, 
he fulfilled the ministry committed to him with 
sincerity, earnestness, and fidelity, worthy of 
honor in the Church on earth and in heaven, 
and his ministry was signally owned of God 
in the conversion of sinners and the upbuild- 
ing of believers. It may be truthfully said 
of him that he kept his ordination vows. He 
was diligent, punctual, and submissive to the 
authorities of his Church. He was strong in 
faith and much given to prayer. He studied 
closely God’s word, and such other books as 
help to the knowledge of the same, laying aside 
the study of the world and the flesh; and so 
he added constantly to his stores of knowledge, 
and improved in power and polish of thought 
and speech; and hence as a preacher he was 
clear, forcible, instructive, impressive, and 
eminently faithful to truth and duty. He 
framed and fashioned his life, and the lives of 
his family, according to the doctrine of Christ, 
and so made both himself and them wholesome 
examples and patterns to the flock of Christ. 
He ministered the discipline as well as the 
doctrine of Christ, as the Lord hath commanded. 
He was ever ready to banish and drive away 
all erroneous and strange doctrines, and publicly 
and privately he taught and warned the peo- 
ple, visiting from house to house, and especially 
caring for the poor, the sick, and the afflicted. 
He maintained quietness, peace, and love among 
all Christian people. He was truly a messen- 
ger, a steward, a watchman, a shepherd, teach- 
ing and premonishing, feeding and providing 
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for the Lord’s family; seeking for Christ’s 
sheep that are dispersed abroad, and for his 
children in the midst of this evil world, that 
they might be saved through Christ forever. 
Such was his life as a Methodist traveling 
preacher; and as a member of this body he was 
useful and faithful — especially as one of the sec- 
retaries, he was excellent ; his true, clear, and 
very beautiful work in our Journal is perfectly 
in harmony with his life among us — true, clear, 
and very beautiful, the one like the other. 
And in every relation of life — as son, brother, 
husband, father, as citizen, neighbor, friend — he 
was a man worthy of trust and love and praise; 
and now that he has gone from us, worthy of our 
tears and sighs, and of remembi’ance forever. 
But we must come to the last scene. During 
the yellow fever epidemic our dear brother con- 
tinued his ministerial labors on the Bartlett 
Circuit, going from and returning to his beau- 
tiful new home in the suburbs of Memphis. 
In the midst of his duties he was seized with 
yellow fever, and after an illness of live days, 
he was called by the Master to his heavenly 
reward. The dying man of God was most 
tenderly ministered to by friends and neighbors, 
as well as by relations. He was not afraid to 
die; indeed, it is remarkable that through his 
life as a Christian he never had any dread of 
death — it was a subject he loved to contemplate, 
and many were his foretastes of the bliss be- 
yond, awaiting him. That noble servant of 
the Church, Rev. W. P. Barton, of the North 
Mississippi Conference, watched by the bedside 
of the dying preacher during his last night on 
earth. On religious topics suited to the occa- 
sion they freely conversed, and our brother, in 
the awful crisis, stayed his soul on the Re- 
deemer, and was fully alive to the glory of his 
calling. He quoted and commented with much 
force on the apostle’s words: “ I know whom I 
have believed, and am persuaded that He is 
able to keep that which I have committed unto 
Him against that day.” In this faith, this 
persuasion, he died the next morning, Septem- 
ber 9, 1878, and the same day his body was laid 
to rest in Elmwood, Brother Barton reading 
the burial-service: “ Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord from henceforth : Yea, saitli the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; 
and their works do follow them.” The Mem- 
phis Conference mourns the death of a faithful 
brother. The Church laments the removal of 
an able and useful minister. A dear wife, with 
four lovely children, a sister and other relatives, 
sorrow, but not without hope, over the departure 
of him who as husband, father, brother, kins- 
man, deserved all their love. Heaven was 
enriched and rejoiced when Roseb rough en- 
tered through the golden gates into the city 
of the Great King. May we all meet him 
there! 

Warren B. Seward, son of John and Nan- 
cy Seward, was born in Rutherford county, 
Tennessee, February 24, 1829. Here he was 
brought up, and here he lived till lie moved to 
West Tennessee in 1851, and settled in Gibson 



county. He was licensed to preach by the 
Quarterly Conference of Trenton Circuit, Octo- 
ber 27, 1860 — the Rev. N. Sullivan, presiding 
elder. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Paine, at Covington, Tenn., October 8, 1865; 
ordained elder by Bishop McTveire, at Paris, 
Tenn., November 29, 1868. Brother Seward 
remained a local preacher for some years, ren- 
dering such service as he could with the care 
of a large family upou him. In 1867 he was 
admitted on trial into the traveling connec- 
tion, and was appointed to the Denmark Cir- 
cuit, which he traveled two years. The four 
years following he was in the Jackson Circuit. 
The next year he was in charge of Kenton 
Circuit; then returned to Jackson Circuit for 
one year. In 1875-76 he traveled in Trenton 
Circuit. In 1877-78 he was stationed at Alamo 
and Bell’s. Here his health failed. He was 
of robust nature, but his disease prostrated 
him. On the 2d day of April he died in peace. 
Brother Seward’s early advantages were good. 
His education was more than ordinary, while 
his moral and religious training was such as to 
imbue his mind with the truth as it is in Jesus, 
at an early age. He had a well-balanced mind, 
of line sensibilities, abounding in humor, yet 
he suffered no spirit of levity to compromise 
his dignity as a Christian minister. He was 
not a brilliant preacher; he was plain, prac- 
tical; he had a simple, easy style in the pul- 
pit; his sermons were short, animated appeals 
to the hearts and consciences of the people — 
rather hortatory than otherwise; yet he suc- 
ceeded in bringing men to Christ. Had he 
entered the ministry with full consecration in 
early life, he would have been superior as a 
pastor. As it was, he had no mean gifts in 
that way. He knew how to approach men, and 
how to deal with delicate questions of con- 
science. Those struggling under convictions 
felt free to seek his advice. In the sick-room 
he removed the usual restraints, and strength- 
ened the sufferer with hope. His last illness 
was protracted, but under it he was patient and 
submissive to the Divine will. His end was 
peace. 

William Thaddeus Plummer was born in 
Columbia, Tenn., March 30, 1820. He was the 
son of James R. and Eleanor Plummer, who 
were devoted Christians and zealous Method- 
ists, and whose religious character and virtues 
survived them in the lives of a large family of 
children. From such a consecrated house it is 
not strange that two of the sons became minis- 
ters — William T. and James R., the latter an 
eminent member of the Tennessee Conference — 
and that the eldest daughter became the wife 
of an itinerant preacher, the Rev. Thomas R. 
Randle, of the same Conference. William T. 
Plummer was educated at old La Grange Cpl- 
lege, and also at Jackson College, in his native 
town. His attainments in literature and science 
were of a highly creditable grade, and through 
life he was a general reader and close thinker 
in the higher departments of letters. He was 
admitted into the Tennessee Conference about 
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the year 1841, and labored for a number of 
years with great zeal and success, both in cir- 
cuits and stations. For want of information, 
we cannot give the names of the fields of labor 
he occupied. In the year 1846, while filling 
Pulaski Station, he was happilv married to 
M iss Margaret Shall, a young lady of culture 
and many Christian and personal graces. She 
preceded him to the better land several years. 
He was again married to Mrs. Ware, of Clarks- 
ville, a Christian lady of noble character, w ho 
made his home bright and happy. At the end 
of his pastorate in Pulaski, he located and en- 
tered into business as a druggist at that place. 
He afterward removed to Memphis, and con- 
tinued in the same business there for a number 
of years. During all these years he was a mod- 
el iocal preacher, sustaining the itinerant min- 
istry with his money, his prayers, his counsel, 
and sympathy, and preaching with them and 
for them as much as opportunity allowed. In 
1866 Brother Plummer was readmitted into the 
traveling connection as a member of this Con- 
ference, and for two years was in charge of Ma- 
con Circuit. In 1868-71 his appointment was 
the presidency of the Somerville Female Insti- 
tute, where he did good work in the cause of 
education. In 1872 he was called to the presi- 
dency of Bellevue Female College, at Collier- 
ville, Tenn., where his labors were crowned 
with signal success, and from which he went to 
his great reward. He died at his post of duty, 
in sw'eet peace and triumphant faith, on the 
27th of March, 1878. From a notice of his life 
and labors, published in the Western Methodist, 
we copy as follows: “ During this (his last) year, 
in addition to his duties as president of the col- 
lege, he was serving Shelby Mission, preaching 
tiie gospel to the poor and destitute. Having a 
strong mind, well improved and stored with 
much knowledge, a sound and warm heart, and 
a cheerful disposition, and above all being 
firm in the Christian faith, he was an able 
preacher, and often his words of truth and 
pow r er were followed by great and gracious re- 
sults. In prayer, both public and private, he 
was remarkably gifted, as well as in exhorta- 
tion. Some of his efibrts in revivals, particular- 
ly at camp-meetings, in the days of his youth, 
are still referred to by those who witnessed 
them, on account of their wonderful influence 
and effectiveness. Full of work, standing at 
the post of duty, and prepared to die as well as 
to live, he bid us farewell. We are happy to 
add what we learn from his pastor, that though 
he suffered greatly in body during his last sick- 
ness, he was patient under it all, and spoke, in 
language that none but a true Christian can 
■employ, of the blessed comfort of our holy re- 
ligion, and died witnessing the power of Christ 
to remove the sting of death. He hast left a 
pure record, a good name, a worthy example, 
and at last a most cheering testimony to the 
sufficiency of Christ’s religion in life’s final con- 
flict. His was one of those well-rounded char- 
acters that friendship loves to think of when 
death has broken earth’s ties — one of those 
dear Christians whom brother eyes gaze after 



when they go up from earthly presence — of 
whom surviving brethren are wont to say, 

‘How Messed the Christian when he dies.’” 

John S. Harris, the son of William Brown 
and America Harris, was born in Wilson 
county, Tennessee, September 28, 1848. His 
parents were good and faithful members of the 
M. E. Church, South, and his father a class- 
leader for many years. Under the favorable 
influences exerted upon his mind in the family 
circle, he was led, in the period of youth, to 
yield his heart to God, and become an experi- 
mental Christian; but the precise date of his 
conversion we have not ascertained. He was 
admitted on trial into the Memphis Annual 
Conference, in the fall of 1874, and appointed 
to the Trenton Circuit, as junior preacher, 
where he labored faithfully and successfully 
during the year. In the fall of 1875 he was 
appointed in charge of the Lexington Circuit. 
On this circuit his qualities as a sweet-spirited, 
genial, lovely Christian minister were clearly 
manifested. Amidst his zealous and constant 
labors in traveling, preaching, and altar exer- 
cises, by day and by night, in uncomfortable 
houses, he contracted the fatal disease, which 
soon discovered itself in a hemorrhage from 
the throat and lungs. But he held on, unwill- 
ing to yield. At the ensuing Conference, after 
another severe hemorrhage, he would not con- 
sent to take a supernumerary relation, though 
urged to do so by the presiding elder and other 
brethren. He seemed all on fire for the w r ork 
of God and immortal souls. In the fall of 
1876 he received his last appointment, Spring 
Hill Circuit, and commenced his labors with 
earnestness and zeal. But his health continued 
to decline until July, when he found it neces- 
sary to resign and return home. At his moth- 
er’s, in Collierville, Tenn., surrounded by re- 
lations and friends, March 11, 1878, he passed 
away to his home in the paradise of God. 
Shortly before his departure, when questioned 
by Brother Plummer in regard to his prepa- 
ration for death, he said: “That question is 
already settled. I am all right; I am ready 
and willing to go and be at rest.” Our young 
brother has left us just as he had entered upon 
his career of usefulness in the ministry. The 
great Head of the Church has seen fit to re- 
move him from the Church below to the 
Church triumphant in heaven. Happy and 
glorious transfer, which we hope erelong to 
realize and enjoy! 

James G. Acton was born in Virginia, and 
came to Jackson, Tenn., in company with his 
father’s family, early in life. When he grew 
up he followed the occupation of merchant 
tailor for a few years. After that, in obedience 
to the Divine call, he entered the sacred minis- 
try about the year 1841, and spent the remain- 
der of his life in this high and holy calling. 
Most of this period he spent with the Memphis 
Annual Conference. Part of the time he was a 
member of the Tennessee Annual Conference, 
and filled important stations; and he labored a 
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few years In connection with the Florida An- 
nual* Conference. Afterward he returned to 
tli is Conference, in which he spent the remain- 
der of his days on earth. His last appointment 
was that of Sunday-school Agent. In the dis- 
charge of the duties of his agency, he went to 
Martin Depot to fill an appointment; but feel- 
ing sick in the afternoon, and thinking he was 
goTng to have a long spell, he returned by Jack- 
son to Bolivar. On his arrival he was so pros- 
trated that he had to be helped out of the train, 
and placed in a chair at the depot. He soon 
became speechless, and remained in the chair 
till the carriage was brought to convey him 
home. He never spoke again, and died in 
about two hours. The next day, July 14th, he 
was buried in the Bolivar grave-yard, and the 
Rev. S. B. Suratt performed the funeral-serv- 
ice. It is believed that the intense heat con- 
tributed much to his sudden death. Some years 
ago he was happily married to Mrs Annie Ro- 
per, of Bolivar, who made him a most excellent 
wife. She still lives in sorrow and gloom, to 
lament the loss of a most devoted husband. 
The character of Brother Acton is well and ex- 
tensively known. He was a kind-hearted man, 
social in his nature, and of a jovial turn ot 
mind. While, like many others, he possessed 
certain peculiarities, which rendered him un- 
acceptable to some, and perhaps detracted irom 
his usefulness in different localities, yet to those 
who understood his disposition, and were best 
acquainted with his habits, he was always an 
agreeable companion. He was dignified in per- 
sonal bearing, and careful in his deportment, 
but always free, honest, and independent in 
the expression of his opinions on the various 
topics of discussion, whether political, civil, or 
religious. As a Christian he was decided, 
constant, and uniform. He sought not to be 
regarded as exceedingly pious, and though not 
very demonstrative in his religious feelings, he 
was ever sincere in advocating the truth, and 
zealous for the promotion of the cause of C hris- 
tianity, in its various fields of usefulness. His 
ministerial labors were always earnest and 
faithful, and, under the blessings of God, oft- 
en produced the happiest results. He was a 
plain, pointed, able, and practical preacher ot 
the gospel. In these respects he had few supe- 
riors. A sound theologian, he was a successful 
advocate and defender of the faith. He seemed 
always ready to preach, and while he seldom, 
if ever, lkiled in the pulpit, he often reached 
the truly beautiful, sublime, and eloquent. The 
happy effects of his sermons have been felt by 
many, and will be fully manifested in the 
eternal state. Long has he lived and moved 
among the members of this Conference; but he 
has gone to the grave, and will be seen by us no 
more in this life. In Christ he lived and died, 
and with him we hope to reign in the kingdom 
of immortal blessedness.

Barnabas Pipkin was born in North Caro- 
lina, February 27, 1795. He entered the South 
Carolina Conference in the beginning of the 
year 1819, and was received, admitted to dea- 
con’s orders, and transferred to the Mississippi 
Conference in 1821. After a ministerial life of 
nearly sixty years, as pastor, presiding elder, 
and superannuated preacher, this venerable 
servant of God died in great peace at his res- 
idence, in St. Helena parish, State of Louisiana, 
on the 11th day of May, 1878, aged eighty -two 
years. He was twice married — first to Miss 
Elizabeth Hanna, and secondly to Mrs. R. A. 
Bradford. Thrifty, frugal, and generous, his 
domestic life was one of great comfort and help- 
fulness, and the weary found a welcome and a 
resting-place under his hospitable roof. He was 
a man of labor and of sacrifice for the Master’s 
sake. Strong in his purposes, quick in execu- 
tion, and deep in his convictions of duty, what 
his hands found to do he did with his might. 
His death was sublime. Conscious that he had 
approached the end of his journey, he only 
looked back to solace the sad hearts of his house- 
hold and send greeting to us; then, waving his 
hand in adieus, he passed through the gate and 
entered the city. The remotest link that bound 



us to the fathers is broken, and the men nearer 
us only left to show how fields were won. His 
was the eloquence of pathos, the might of faith, 
the gushings of a great heart — great because 
Christ was formed within him the hope of 
glory. 

William Wadsworth died at his home in 
Pleasant Valley Circuit, Copiah county, Mis- 
sissippi, December 25, 1877, at 7 o’clock p.m. 
On the 26tli, at 2 p.m., Rev. W. E. M. Linfield 
preached his funeral-sermon from John xiii. 
2G, and at 4 p.m. we assembled at the Pleasant 
Valley cemetery, and with sad hearts laid his 
body to rest until raised in the glory of the 
resurrection to the full triumph of that faith 
by which he lived and pleased God, and in 
which he died, lie was bom of pious parents, 
in Hinds county, near Jackson, Miss, in 1830, 
and moved to the State of Louisiana in 1836. 
Sometime in the year 1847, while alone on his 
knees reading the Holy Scriptures and suppli- 
cating for mercy, God spoke peace to his soul, 
and he entered iqK)n that pilgrimage that knew 
no abatement until it culminated in that rest 
that remaineth for the people of God. He was 
received on trial in the Mississippi Conference 
in 1850, and was appointed to the Leaf River 
Cii-cuit. He continued to travel as circuit 
preacher and presiding elder. Having pur- 
chased a home in the Pleasant Valley Circuit, 
his last labors were in this and the Scotland 
Circuit. At the last Conference he was reap- 
pointed to the Scotland Circuit, but his work 
was done. In his own humble and sweet-spirited 
manner he finished his course near the place of 
his birth, where fond parents had reverently 
given him to the Lord. The Master called and 
he went to peace. His faithfulness is known 
by the love he ever received from his brethren, 
and not a fftj| will attest the same before God 
and men at^Rc time when our works must be 
made manifest. As a preacher Brother Wads- 
worth was as unpretentious as a child, yet clear 
and convincing; he did not understand preach- 
ing to mean simply saying something, but to 
teach the people the truth. The atonement 
and holiness of heart were his favorite themes, 
and the ease and confidence with which he de- 
scribed these subjects showed that he had a 
deep and well-defined experience of both. In 
prayer he was strong and often eloquent, and 
the deep and earnest supplication and thanks- 
giving evidenced his estimate of the value of 
prayer, and that he has often been where he 
first found the Lord. He died of pneumonia. 
Of his last moments and utterances, I will quote 
from a note from his sorrowing wife: “His 
illness was short and painful. Owing to the 
nature of his disease, it was very painful to him 
to talk, so he said but little. 1 asked him the 
morning before he died if he thought he would 
get well; he replied: ‘I think I will; to-day, 
however, is the crisis; if I live through it I 
will recover, but if 1 do not all is well with 
me. In looking back over my life I see that I 
have been unfaithful, but I have been greatly 
blessed during my sickness. There is not a single 
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shadow between me and my Saviour.’ After- 
ward, when I discovered that his respiration 
was growing shorter and more difficult, and the 
cold perspiration was gathering on his brow, I 
asked him if his way was clear, and he replied: 
‘O yes, O yes; nothing troubles me now but 
the thought of leaving you all.’ When our 
friends sung, ‘The sweet by and by,’ and ‘The 
home of the soul,’ and spoke of reunion on the 
other shore, he would press my hand and say, 
‘Amen, Amen.’” Thus did our brother live 
and die, and we close this imperfect sketch by 
repeating to all who may read it the request 
that was made by his bereaved wife: “Pray 
that I may discharge the heavy responsibility 
that has fallen upon me with such crushing 
weight of providing for and instructing my 
children.” 

James Shanks was born in Marion District, 
South Carolina, November 18, 1798. He died 
in Clarke county, Mississippi, October 4, 1878. 
He was converted in 1827, and began to preach 
immediately. He entered the itinerant work 
in the Alabama Conference about 1832. He 
located about 1845, on account of the ill health 
of his wife. He moved to Mississippi in 1854 ; 
about this time his wife died, and he again en- 
tered the lists of the traveling preacher. It 
was then we first knew him. He labored faith- 
fully, acceptably, and successfully until 1874, 
when he was superannuated. His last sickness 
was long and painful, but he had the comforts 
of religion in this last affliction. Some days 
before he died, he expressed himself as being 
happier than he ever had been before. Once 
when asked if he shouted when he was con- 
verted, he said, “Yes; for two years;” and 
averred that he had more or less religious 
ecstasy for two years immediately after his con- 
version. His pilgrimage here lacked only a 
few days of fourscore years. He was a Method- 
ist preacher a little over a half century. Scores 
were brought into the fold of Christ through 
his instrumentality, the writer among the num- 
ber. May our last days be as full of religious 
comfort as his! 

D. A. J. Parker was admitted on trial in 
the Mississippi Conference, December 4, 1839. 
His ministerial life thus extended over a space 
of thirty-nine years, of which he was local two 
years, superannuated the last two, on circuits 
twenty-eight, and colored missions seven. By 
reference to his appointments as they appear in 
the Minutes, it will be seen that his labors were 
chiefly in the western part of our Conference, 
in the counties of Copiah, Hinds, Claiborne, 
and Warren. He obtained a good education, 
the two years in which he was local being spent 
at school. As a preacher, he was original and 
interesting. He labored long in the same sec- 
tion of country, and retained his influence un- 
impaired until the last. The cause of Christ, 
and especially that form of Christianity to which 
he had given his life, lay near to his heart. 
Even in the last two years of his life, when on 
account of failing health he was superannuated, 



he still labored in protracted-meetings and 
otherwise for the salvation of souls. He was a 
wise counselor in matters pertaining to the 
Church, and especially was his advice valuable 
to those seeking religion. His own experience 
in spiritual things was clear and deep. In busi- 
ness he showed himself careful and prudent, 
and became more than ordinarily successful. 
His life was one of usefulness, and the blessing 
of the Lord came upon him both in his home 
and among his fellow-men. He was held in 
high estimation in the section where he lived, 
and there His influence as a citizen and a Chris- 
tian minister was large and good. He died 
when his friends and neighbors were dying of 
yellow fever, and of the same disease. The 
wife of his youth, who had shared with him 
the toils and successes of his itinerant life, pre- 
ceded him but a few days. His end was peace, 
and on November 3, 1878, at his residence at 
Rocky Springs, Claiborne county, Mississippi, 
he passed into the rest that remains for the peo- 
ple of God.

Joel W. Whitten was born in Xewberry 
District, South Carolina, on lie 27th of Decem- 
ber, 1823; and died of yellow fever, in Decatur, 
Ala., October 20, 1878. His father emigrated 
from South Carolina to Lauderdale county, 
Alabama, when the subject of this memoir was 
one year old, and four years afterward to Wayne 
county, Tennessee, where he was reared. Brother 
Whitten became the subject of converting grace 
in April, 1839, when but little more than fifteen 
years old, after having been a diligent se, ker 
of religion for two or three years. He had 
joined the Church a few hours before his con- 
version, and the promptness which character- 
ized his obedience to the suggestions of the 
Holy Spirit and the call of an indispensable 
duty ever afterward was one of the salient feat- 
ures of his character as a man, a Christian, and 
a preacher of the gospel. Yielding to the im- 
pressions of the same holy monitor, he received 
license to preach, at the age of sixteen years 
and eight months, from the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Cypress Circuit, at the Cypress camp- 
ground, August 27, 1840. This was the begin- 
ning of a life of labor in the ministry, which, 
with the exception of some years of feeble 
health, continued for thirty-eight years. In 
October, after being licensed, he was received 
on trial into the Tennessee Conference, and ap- 
pointed to Wayne Circuit. The next year he 
was appointed to Buffalo Circuit, and the next 
to Red River Circuit. At the end of his third 
year in the traveling connection, on account of 
failure in his health, he was given the place 
of supernumerary on the Cypress Circuit; but 
in a short time regaining health, he took charge 
of the circuit, and did effective work until the 
next Conference. The next two years he was 
successively in charge of the Cumberland Cir- 
cuit and the White Plains Mission. His health 
again failing in 1846, he occupied a supernumer- 



Charge in the city of Nashville. In 1855 he 
was sent to the Goose Creek Circuit, and re- 
mained two years there. In 1857 and 1858 he 
traveled Prospect Circuit. In 1859 he was sta- 
tioned at Rogersville and Driskill’s Chapel. 
From 1860 to i860 he was presiding elder of 
the Florence District, remaining one year be- 
yond the usual quadrennium, because of the 
war. which prevented two sessions of the Ten- 
nessee Conference. In 1865 he was appointed 
to the McMinnville District; in 1866-68, to the 
Tuscumbia District; in 1869-72, to Florence 
District. In 1873 he was stationed in Florence; 
in 1874, in Jacksonville, Ala. ; in 1875-76, in 
Athens; and in 1877, in Decatur, where his 
earthly pilgrimage ended, and whence he en- 
tered upon his eternal rest. The thirty-eight 
years of Brother Whitten’s service as a preacher 
were spent in the following order: He was 
nine years on circuits, six in stations, thirteen 
on districts, and, with the exception of eighteen 
months’ pastoral labor, ten years supernumerary. 
Confiding in the integrity of his character and 
the soundness of his judgment, and knowing 
his devotion to the principles of our beloved 
Church, his brethren of the Xorth Alabama 
Conference chose him by a highly compli- 
mentary vote to represent them in the General 
Conference held at Louisville in 1874. This 
duty, as all others, he conscientiously dis- 
charged. Brother Whitten was a prompt man. 
ready and willing to go where duty called. 
This promptness was not only a natural trait 
in his character, but was sanctified and utilized 
by the Spirit of God in the entire consecration 
of all his energies to the one purpose— doing 
all the work of a minister. Hence he was a 
loyal Methodist preacher. He believed most 
thoroughly in obedience to the appointing 
power, and went without a murmur to the ap- 
pointed lield of labor, whether it were circuit,, 
mission, district, or station. He was a punctual 
man. He was present at the appointed time, 
to do in the appointed way the appointed duty.. 
These duties we need not specify. Who of 11s, 
that have been preachers in his district, does- 
not remember his invariable presence at the 
proper time and place, unless hindered bv cir- 
cumstances over which he had no control?' 
Time and again have we known him to be the 
first man on the ground, whether it were at 
official meetings or the public services of the 
sanctuary. Brother Whitten was a faithful 
man — faithful to his obligations to God and 
man. Xot to speak of his faithful discharge 
of his ministerial duties, prominent in his 
character was his fidelity to his fellows. He 
never betrayed what was committed to him by 
a brother as a secret. The morality of the 
classic age always put a brand of infamy upon 
that man who would not keep a secret; but the 
morality of the Bible, with a fuller force and a 
higher authority, bids a Christian keep the 
legitimate secrets of a friend. This grand trait 
of Christian morality characterized Joel Whit- 
ten. When we take into consideration his 
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fidelity as a man and a Christian, we cannot re- 
sist the film belief that the Master has already 
said to him, “Well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant.” Brother Whitten was a just man. Justice 
is such a large element of righteousness that 
no man can be a righteous man who is not a 
just man. Righteousness includes also honesty 
and virtue, and both of these qualities shone 
conspicuously in the character of Brother Whit- 
ten. It comprehends also the affections of the 
heart and conformity between the life and the 
divine law. In these respects the life and 
conduct of our brother were remarkable. Me 
kept the apostle’s rule to “owe no man any 
thing, but to love one another.” lie was a 
man of clear, calm, cool judgment, and there- 
fore a safe counselor both for his friends and 
when the interests of the Church were in- 
volved. Recognizing these elements of char- 
acter, not only has many a friend gone to him 
for advice, but the Church has time and again 
placed her interests in his keeping; and as 
pastor, presiding elder, and member of ti e 
Bishops' Council, his conclusions always had 
great weight. Prudence and caution usually 
controlled his decisions. A prompt, punctual, 
faithful, just man must needs he a conscientious 
man. This characteristic was so prominent in 
the life and conduct of our brother that we are 
constrained to mention two aspects of it, which 
every one familiar with him will readily rec- 
ognize. In representing the preachers of his 
district, he was constrained by a conscientious 
view of duty to mention the unfavorable as 
well as the favorable in their conduct. From 
the true state of the case he did not waver; 
from the unpleasant he did not shrink. An- 
other remarkable evidence of his conscientious- 
ness was the fact that he never spent Church 
money for any thing, but was careful to keep it 
separate and apart from his own, and through 
the course of a ministry of thirty-eight years 
there was no defalcation in his accounts with 
the Church. Brother Whitten was a good 
preacher. His sermons were clear, plain, and 
scriptural. Few men ever resorted oftener to 
Scripture to prove the truth of any proposition 
enunciated. His memory was remarkable in 
many respects. He seldom forgot names, places, 
dates, numbers, and as a statistician he was very 
trustworthy. This accuracy of memory forti- 
fied him with proof-texts, of which he made 
very frequent use in his sermons. I Iis preach- 
ing was often attended by those results which 
are the true end and aim of all preaching — the 
conviction and conversion of souls. He will 
realize in the day of linal accounts many seals 
to his ministry. He was a diligent pastor. 
He visited from house to house systematically 
and punctually. He knew the condition and 
wants of his parishioners. He “served his 
generation by the will of God; then fell on sleep.” 
He is not, for God took him. 1 1 is beloved 
wife informs us that on the morning of the 
20th of October, the doctor, observing that he 
was sinking, asked him if lie was conscious of 
his condition. He replied that he was. He 
then asked him of his prospects for the future. 



He replied, “All is well.” No note of victory 
could be sweeter, no triumph grander than that 
of a dying Christian, as he looks through the 
gloom of the grave, and sees by the eye of faith 
the land of light and peace and everlasting 
joy. The heathen poet said long ago, “A man 
pure in life, sound in integrity, and tenacious 
of purpose, needs not the protection of armor, 
nor the defense of weapons, wherever he might 
go;” but it is reserved for the Christian alone 
to say when on the confines of the tomb, “All 
is well.” “Though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil; for 
thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me.” May we all imitate his virtues, 
cherish his memory, and like him be able to 
say at the last, “All is well!” 

Robert George Reagan was born in Orange 
county, Virginia, July 27, 1826. In 1845 he 
came, with another brother, to Talladega coun- 
ty, Alabama, and the most of his remaining life 
was spent there and in the county of Calhoun. 
Brother Reagan states, in a brief account of 
his early life, written by himself, that he was 
early convicted of sin, but as he was ignorant 
of the plan of salvation, did not understand the 
nature of repentance and faith. He was a 
mourner for a long time. He finally obtained 
pardon of sin, October 13, 1846, at Chinnabee 
camp-meeting. His conversion was very clear 
and satisfactory. He said: “I have never, in 
thirty years, doubted my conversion. I felt 
the change as sensibly as I ever felt any thing. 

. . . Every thing seemed changed: the arbor, 
the trees, the beautiful moon, the bright stars, 
appeared to be praising their great Author, 
God.” In early manhood he selected the voca- 
tion of teaching, which he followed for at least 
twenty-five years, teaching in Talladega, Cal- 
houn, and what is now Cleburne county. His 
education was liberal, and as a teacher he 
occupied a very high position. Wherever he 
taught lie had crowded schools, and gave entire 
satisfaction as an educator. He was married to 
Miss Mary Ann Easley, of Calhoun county, 
September 26, 1849, with whom he lived in much 
love and happiness until death separated them, 
November 1, 1878. They were the parents of 
eleven children, five of whom preceded their 
father to the grave and to the bright land of 
glory. Of the living, two daughters are mar- 
ried, and three daughters and a son are left to 
the guardian care of their bereaved mother 
and to the paternal care of our Heavenly 
Father. Brother Reagan was licensed to preach 
August 26, 1854, and served as a faithful, suc- 
cessful local preacher for sixteen years. For 
at least one year during that time he served as 
pastor of the Chulafinnee Circuit, under the 
direction of the presiding elder, and taught 
a large school at Chulafinnee. A special friend 
tells ns that his health began to fail that year. 
For the next four years he was engaged in 
teaching, and preaching as a local preacher. 
At the organization of the North Alabama Con- 
ference, in 1870, he was admitted on trial, and 
appointed to the Alexandria Circuit, which he 
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filled, and taught school fifteen miles from the 
nearest appointment. By the close of the year 
he was well-nigh broken down from overwork. 
At the Conference of 1871 he was reappointed, 
and removed to the Alexandria Circuit, which 
he served with his accustomed fidelity until 
near the close of the year, when he was stricken 
down with a severe and protracted sickness, 
from which he never fully recovered. In 1872 
he was sent to the Columbiana Circuit, which 
he served with acceptability and usefulness for 
one year. In 1873 he was sent to the Alex- 
andria Circuit again, and remained for three 
consecutive years. Though often sick, and miss- 
ing many appointments, he was a great favorite 
with his own people, those of other Churches, 
and men of the world. Ilis name there will 
long be like precious ointment poured forth. 
In 1876 he was appointed to the Center and 
Chulafinnee Circuit, where he labored as best he 
could, with his accumulated afflictions, until early 
in September, 1877, when he was stricken down 
with typhoid fever, and was not able again to 
go out on his circuit. At the next Conference, 
though he wanted work, his brethren felt it a 
duty they owed him to place him on the super- 
annuated list. He then made arrangements 
and removed to Oxford, and took charge of the 
Preparatory Department of Oxford College, 
where he labored as a teacher, preaching occa- 
sionally, as he had strength, until the Master 
called the laborer home. Brother Reagan was 
a man of good personal appearance, of medium 
size, reserved in the presence of strangers, and 
he had an unusual amount of timidity. With 
intimate friends he was cordial, often calling 
them by their Christian names. Perhaps no 
man loved his family and his intimate friends 
better than he. He manifested no love or 
respect which he did not feel in his heart. He 
never betrayed the confidence of a friend, nor 
indulged in hate toward any one. In the social 
circle he was free and easy, but never obtrusive. 
Ilis conversation was not light and trivial. He 
talked to express matured thought, and the 
attentive listener was generally edified. He 
was a great peace-maker. It is said that when 
he went into a community to teach school, 
though there might be strife and contention, it 
was all soon allayed, and the community was 
united as a band of brethren. It is said that 
before his health gave way, he was a very fine 
preacher indeed. His sermons were clear, 
scriptural, logical, and often he was eloquent. 
Almost always there was a divine unction at- 
tending his preaching. He preached the gospel 
in demonstration of the Spirit and of power. 
His piety was deep, earnest, abiding. He read 
his Bible and prayed a great deal, and in fact 
he seemed to live in an atmosphere of prayer 
and Bible truth. He walked by faith. To his 
wife and intimate friends he said that this had 
been one of the happiest years of his life. He 
held prayer-meeting in the church at Oxford 
the night before he was taken sick, and read as 
a lesson Psalm cxxii., and sung hymn 914. 
Just before he closed, he gave an earnest, en- 
couraging exhortation to seek after holiness. 



His last talk, his last testimony, his last thoughts 
in the house of God, were about the Wesleyan 
doctrine of Christian perfection. His final sick- 
ness was of one week’s duration, and for the 
most of that time his mind was wandering and 
his talk incoherent ; but Jesus, the Bible, preach- 
ing and praying, were the engrossing topics with 
him. His last hours were both beautiful and 
triumphant. A sunset after a day of storm is 
beautiful as the golden waves of light come out, 
flooding vale and hill-top, arching the retir- 
ing cloud with the variegated bow of promise. 
About the departure of Brother Reagan there 
seemed to blend the mingling light of a godly 
life and the glorious promise of the life to come. 
He seemed almost to touch the immortal lyre, 
and leave lingering behind him, like a sweet 
incense, the music of the song of victory. How 
sweet, how precious his dving-words, “All is 
right !”

Junius P. Moore was born in Person coun- 
ty, North Carolina; and departed this life Jan- 
uary 9, 1878, in the sixty-third year of his age. 
He was converted at the age of nineteen, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. Sev- 
eral years of his early manhood were spent in 
the active pursuits of business life. At an ear- 
ly age he evinced clear perception, sound judg- 
ment, and such integrity of character as secured 
to him positions of trust and civil resjionsibility. 
For some years he served the Church as a local 
preacher. In 1853, in the city of Raleigh, he 
joined the North Carolina Conference as an 
itinerant preacher. In 1856 he was appointed 
presiding elder of the Danville District. From 
that time till the day of his death he was a 
faithful preacher of the gospel, filling the most 
prominent circuits, stations, and districts in the 
Conference. Brother Moore was no ordinary 
man. His manly form, his dignified appear- 
ance, his commanding personal presence, his 
entire physique, bore the stamp of character. 
He had great native strength of intellect. His 
knowledge of human nature was very compre- 
hensive. His judgment was superior. He was 
frank, open, and candid. His sense of right 
was high and his convictions strong. When he 
thought a thing wrong, he lived, acted, talked, 
and preached against it. In the prosecution of 
his conceptions of right he was fearless and 
uncompromising. “First pure, and then peace- 
able,” was a common expression with him. 
What the Earl of Morton said at the grave of 
John Knox might be said at his: “He lies 
there who never feared the face of a man.’' 
He was a true man, and most beloved by those 
who knew him best. He had strong attach- 
ments for his Church, especially her missionary 
work. As a Christian minister his preaching 
was of a high order. His statements were clear 
and well defined. His delivery was forcible 
and impressive. As a preacher he had powers 
and resources known only to himself. At times 
he rose to heights of overwhelming intellectual 
and spiritual power. He was devoted to his 
work, and loved it. He has often been heard to 
say in love-feasts that he intended to die at 
his post. Nor was he unprepared. In a private 
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letter to his wife not long before his death he 
said: “To be ready to live or die is my great 
aim.” He was ready, and did die a this post. 
On Saturday morning, the 5th of January, a 
bitter cold day, he left home for his first appoint- 
ment. He rode twenty-one miles to the res- 
idence of the Eev. J. W. Heptinstall, where he 
remained till death. On Sunday, not being 
well enough to preach, he was with difficulty 
dissuaded from going to his appointment. 
While prostrated with the disease whereof he 
died, he called a dear little girl of the family to 
him and asked her to sing “ Sweet By and By.” 
His eye was on the heavenly world. His death 
was triumphant. Even when passing through 
the valley of the shadow of death, he said: 

“ The journey has been a difficult one, but I 
have made it safe.” With these words of 
triumph on his lips, and firm reliance on the 
atonement, he laid his armor by and went home 
to God. 

Dougax Clarke Johnson was born Octo- 
ber 10, 1825, at Trinity College, N. C. He 
sprung from a good old Methodist family, and 
early in life was impressed with a permanent 
conviction that he must be a preacher. He was 
converted at a meeting at the college in 1847 ; 
joined the Church in 1849; was licensed to 
preach in 1853; graduated from Trinity Col- 
lege in 1853, being one of the two constituting 
the first class of that institution ; and joined the 
Conference at Raleigh in the same year. His 
work in the Conference was as follows: First 
year stationed at Beaufort; then two years on 
Onslow Circuit, one year on Duplin Circuit, 
one year on Staunton Circuit, one year on Hills- 
boro Station, one year on Raleigh City Mission, 
one year on Onslow Circuit, two years on Eliza- 
bethtown Circuit, one year on Everettsville 
Circuit, one year on Duplin Circuit, one year 
on Randolph Circuit, one year on Riehlands 
and Haw-branch, one year on Onslow Circuit, 
and one year on Mattamuskeet Circuit. Here 
his health failed and his voice was so impaired 
that he spoke with difficulty. The next year 
he was placed on the supernumerary list; the 
next he was placed in charge of the Ashboro 
Circuit, and notwithstanding manifest evidences 
of rapid decline, he was reappointed to the 
same work next year (1872), but before the end 
of the year his voice was lost, and he did no 
more active work. From 1873 till his death, 
February 1, 1878, he was in the superannuated 
relation. His life was one of earnest, hard 
labor; instant in season and out of season ; never 
failing to meet his appointments but one time 
in his life, and never neglecting any duty, how- 
ever hard or difficult. As a preacher, he was 
direct, impressive, and effective; he wasted no 
effort in display, though he had command of 
the finest fields of thought, and his sermons were 
often choice literary productions. He was a 
sweet-spirited, amiable, holy man ; was popular 
everywhere, and at his death there was per- 
haps no one on earth who had aught to say 
against him. For months before his death he 
said the shadows were gathering, but there was 



light through and beyond. He carefully ar- 
ranged all his affairs, planned for his family, 
had words of cheer for all who visited him, and 
died in the fullness of Christian faith and joy. 

Washington D. Meacham was born in 
Richmond county, North Carolina, August 9, 
1833. His parents removed to Fayetteville in 
1845, where he professed religion in 1852, under 
the ministry of the Rev. 8. M. Frost. He 
joined the North Carolina Conference during 
its session in Wilmington in 1855. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce, in Golds- 
boro, 1857, and elder by Bishop Early, in Beau- 
fort, 1859. He was united in holy matrimony 
to Miss Mattie Mellon, Iredell county, North 
Carolina, I860. He was forty-five years one 
month and eight days old when he departed from 
earth, at his residence near Linwood, to enter 
heaven. He was a man of sound judgment, 
of superior practical sense. He devotedly 
loved the Church, regarding it not only his 
duty but his happy privilege to perform any 
labor or to make any sacrifice within his power 
for her advancement and success. Six years 
ago, at the end of the first year of a second turn 
in Davidson Circuit, immediately after three 
years’ faithful, eminently successful service in 
Kinston Station, where the Church was largely 
built up through his instrumentality, under 
God, came the trial of his life, the trial of being 
forced by failing health to retire from the active 
work of an itinerant preacher. During this 
time he has sustained a superannuated relation 
to the North Carolina Conference. He anxious- 
ly desired, in obedience to the Master’s will, to 
quit his poor, emaciated body, and enter “the 
rest which remaineth to the people of God ” 
On the Sabbath just before such desire was 
granted he said, “I am ready to go;” mean- 
ing this in part with reference to the temporal 
provision he had made for his family. Be- 
tween five and ten minutes before his peacefully 
triumphant departure he asked, “ Is it night?” 
A minute or two before drawing his last breath 
he was asked, “How do you feel now?” His 
answer was, “All is right.” He died about six 
o’clock p.m., September 17, 1878. O may we, 
with his devoted widow and children, be so fort- 
unate as to reach that happy place where he 
now is! 

Thomas P. England, son of the Rev. Will- 
iam H. and Mrs. M. M. England, and a devoted 
member of the North Carolina Conference, died 
at Double Shoals, in Cleveland county, N. C., 
thirty minutes after one o’clock p m , Tuesday, 
June 4, 1878, in the prime of manhood, lie 
was born in McDowell county, North Carolina, 
October 9, 1845. Being reared in the bosom of 
the Church, he was converted and joined the M. 
E. Church, South, at an early age, which Church 
he adorned till the Master said, “ It is enough ; 
come up higher.” He was educated under the 
instruction of the Rev. R. L. Abernethy, Pres- 
ident of Rutherford College. He fought through 
the late war under Gen. Lee, and when it closed 
he returned to the parental roof, and the next 
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year (I860) lie was licensed as an exherter, 
which relation he sustained till November, 1866, 
when he was licensed to preach; and in De- 
cember following, he, with his brother, the Rev. 

J. F. England, now of the South Carolina Con- 
ference, joined that Conference at Cheraw, S. C., 
and was sent to Rutherford Circuit as junior 
preacher with the Rev. V. A. Sharpe. In 1871 
and 187*2 he traveled Cherry Mountain Cir- 
cuit; in 1873 he served Monroe Station. At 
the close of this year he was united in marriage 
to Miss Mary F. Jackson, daughter of N. A. 
Jackson, then of Gaston county, North Carolina. 
In 1874 he traveled Pleasant Grove Circuit; 
1875, having been transferred to the North 
Carolina Conference in 1870 with the trans- 
ferred territory, he was sent to the Smithville 
Circuit, Wilmington District; 1876, he was on 
Lilesville Circuit, and in 1877 he traveled Ran- 
dolph Circuit till May, when his health, which 
had been declining two years, gave way, and he 
was reluctantly forced to abandon the itinerant 
field. It is believed that an internal cancer was 
then preying upon the vitals of the heart, which 
finally proved fatal. He remained rational till 
the last, and though suffering much pain, was 
perfectly composed. During the period of ten 
months that he was confined to the bed he 
never murmured, but bore his afflictions with 
great patience and Christian fortitude. It was 
the writer’s privilege to frequently visit him. 
We always found his faith in Christ firm and 
unwavering. The evening before he died, in 
view of the approaching crisis, he said that his 
trust in God was still the same as heretofore, 
and wished to tell the brethren of the Confer- 
ence that he was going home to heaven. A 
few minutes before he expired he told his de- 
voted wife and others who were present to 
weep not for him. “I am not affrighted. I 
know I’m dying. Let me tell you all farewell 
before I get too weak. I’ll soon be at rest.” 
A few minutes more, and all was over. Brother 
England was a good preacher — he had what is 
called real preaching talent, and never failed to 
make an impression of this character on the 
minds of his hearers. While he had health suffi- 
cient, he was successful in winning souls to 
Christ. He requested that Brother J. S. Nel- 
son, the presiding elder on Shelby District, 
should preach his funeral-sermon, which Brother 
Nelson did in the Presbyterian church in Shelby, 
N. C., June 6, 1878. His remains were then 
buried in the Shelby cemetery by the side of his 
two little children. He leaves a heart-stricken 
wife and a sweet little daughter, for whom the 
sympathies and prayers of the Church will be 
offered. Also do we deeply sympathize with 
his aged father and mother, who still linger on 
the shores of time awaiting the Master’s call. 
He also leaves three sisters and five brothers. 
May the Lord comfort all the bereaved!

Tilmon Page was born in AA T est Tennessee 
in 1839. He was licensed to preach in 1856, in 
Covington, Tenn. In the fall of the same year 
he joined the Memphis Conference, and was 
appointed to the Coffeeville Circuit. The fol- 
lowing year he traveled the Oxford Circuit, at 
the close of which he was discontinued at his 
own request, and spent some time at the univer- 
sity at Oxford. He was chaplain in the Con- 
federate army during the war. In this capaci- 
ty he exhibited the lidelitv of the true minister 
of the Lord Jesus and the coolness and self-pos- 
session of a brave soldier, always with the army 
in the perils of the battle, ministering to the 
wounded and speaking words of consolation to 
the dying. In the army his Greek Testament 
was his constant companion. He found time 
for consulting its* sacred pages daily. In 1866 
he was again admitted into the traveling con- 
nection, and remained a faithful itinerant until 
his death, excepting one year when he was lo- 
cal. During his itinerancy he served Hernan- 
do Station, Hernando Circuit, Chulahoma Cir- 
cuit, Grenada Station, and Greenville Station. 
In the latter place he laid his life on the altar 
of duty, and God took him. Brother Page had 
a vigorous mind, clear and strong. He loved 
those authors that exhibited grasp and penetra- 
tion into the profound things of God. He stud- 
ied the best authors; consequently his mind was 
fresh and his conversation edifying. He com- 
posed many sermons, some (J them of much 
merit. His pulpit efforts were not of the ad- 
mptandum style, but clear and often strong pres- 
entations of the gospel. He saw prevalent 
sins, and rebuked them with authority, without 
repelling the sinner. He was a man of one 
work, and he loved his work. He was wise in 
the distribution of his labor. If unsuccessful 
with one, he sought another more hopeful, and 
exhorted him. He sought the poor with dili- 
gence, brought them to the Church and to 
Christ, whom he preached everywhere. He 
was a man of zeal. He counted not his life 
dear that he might win souls to Christ. \\ hen 
the yellow fever began its ravages in Green- 
ville, he returned from the country, where lie 
had taken his family, and gave himself wholly 
to the relief of the Buttering victims, as a minis- 



ter of the gospel carrying consolation to wound- 
ed hearts. Ilis life was thoroughly consecrated 
to the Master’s work. The remonstrances of 
friends had no influence to keep him out of dan- 
ger or to spare himself in the midst of it while 
suffering humanity appealed to his tender heart. 
AVhen, nearly exhausted by excessive labor and 
loss of rest, he was urged to spare himself, his 
reply was characteristic: “I have given myself 
to tlie Lord entirely, and if my life is worth 
more to him than my death, I will he spared. 

I have nothing to do with it.” He had the 
best of nurses and kindest attention; but the 
Master called, and we are bereaved ajid sorrow- 
ing. A good minister of Christ has fallen, cov- 
ered with the radiance of the skies. 

Jacob I>. Murff, of the North Mississippi 
Conference, died in great peace, October 2, 1878, 
in the parsonage of Faisonia, Aliss., after an ill- 
ness of a week. Brother Murff was the son of 
the Rev. Samuel I). Murff) of Attala county, 
Mississippi. He was in the thirty-fifth year of his 
age, and in the tenth year of his itinerant minis- 
try. He enjoyed good home training, and was 
converted at five years of age — soundly, happily 
converted by the operation of the Holy Spirit. 
He knew the time, place, and circumstances of 
his conversion. He was a living sacrifice unto 
God, holy, acceptable. His ministry was a dis- 
tinct utterance of the doctrine of the new birth 
and life in Christ. lie brought sinners to re- 
pentance, penitents to Christ, and the Church 
to a higher life. He was a true man, a pure 
man, a good man, a warm friend, a generous 
host, a loving husband and father. He literal- 
ly counted all things but loss for Christ and his 
gospel. He spent his sweat and toil in a most 
difficult field, that he might win souls. He has 
finished his course in the ministry of the Lord 
Jesus, and gone home to the rest of God’s peo- 
ple, to be greeted with the joyful “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant; enter thou into 
the joy of thy Lord.”

Job M. Baker died February 5, 1878, at the 
home of his son William, near Jefferson, Tex., 
aged eightv-four years and twenty days, having 
spent sixty years of his life in the ministry. 
The available facts in connection with the life 
of this aged veteran of the cross are so meager 
that in this memoir we can neither do him just- 
ice nor satisfy ourselves. Dr. Baker was of a 
high order of mind, well cultivated, and pos- 
sessed of a large store of knowledge. Though 
for years he sustained to the Conference a super- 
annuated relation, according to the measure of 
his physical strength he was abundant and suc- 
cessful in ministerial labors. In his last sick- 
ness, and only a little while before he died, he 
was visited by two of his brethren. He said to 
them: “Your visit is like angel-visits. I am so 
glad you have come to see me. I want you to 
pray with me.” After prayer was offered, he 
said: “Now sing 

There is a fountain filled with blood, 

Drawn from Immanuel’s veins.” 

After the singing, he talked of his conversion, 
his call to and his entrance upon the ministry, 
his long life of labor and toil, and said: “The 
end has now come, and I, though the most un- 
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worthy of all, am a sinner saved by grace.” He 
told where he wanted to be buried, named those 
whom he wished to take part in his funeral- 
service, and quietly and gently fell asleep in 
J esus, to wait for the awakening of the resurrec- 
tion morning.

William L. Keistler. — We deeply regret 
the meagerness of information at our command. 
Brother Keistler was admitted on trial into the 
Memphis Conference. In a future division of 
Conferences he fell into the North Mississippi 
Conference, and was transferred from the North 
Mississippi Conference to the North-west Texas 
Conference in 1871, and ap|K)inted to Corsicana 
Circuit. In 1872 he was appointed to the Dres- 
den Circuit; in 1873 he was appointed to the 
Bosqueville Circuit; in 1874, to the Milford Cir- 
cuit. In 1875, on account of failing health, and 
at his own request, Brother Keistler was grant- 
ed a supernumerary relation, which was contin- 
ued to him by the Conference up to the time 
of the final summons in April last ^from mem- 
ory). When the summons came he was ready, 
and joyously passed from labor to the rest of the 
saints. Brother Keistler was a victim of that 
destroyer, consumption — died of a severe hem- 
orrhage of the lungs; did not live more than 
one minute after the. hemorrhage began. Be- 
ing aroused from slumber at the hour of mid- 
night in a strangling condition, his wife, whose 
angel vigilance knew no exhaustion, struck a 
light in a moment, upon which Brother Keistler, 
seeing blood upon his garments, looked up mean- 
ingly into the face of his wife, and said, “Dear, 
I’m gone;” and then threw himself out of bed 
upon his knees, and before he could be placed in 
bed the immortal spirit had gone. We were 
with him much from time to time. He always 
seemed ready for the change, and often said he 
had the last enemy under his feet. He fell with 
his face toward the enemy, his armor all bur- 
nished and bright with recent fight. The best 
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and most enduring record of our brother beloved 
is to be found in the affections and memories of 
those who knew him best. He was a Methodist 
preacher not in name but in fact. He under- 
stood our own theology, and preached it with 
great clearness and force. He planted himself 
upon the Bible, and from this position, well 
taken and fortified, light and life radiated in ev- 
ery direction. The intellect was enlightened, the 
conscience quickened, and the heart graciously 
incited under his ministry. In his living and 
dying God has expressly emphasized the meth- 
od of salvation. Brother Iveistler leaves a wife 
and five children, who mourn the loss of a 
husband and father. May they ever have the 
prayers and sympathy of the Conference!

John Franklin Campbell was born in Sa- 
line county, Missouri, November 8, 1839; and 
died near Porno, Mendocino county, Cal., Octo- 
ber 10, 1878. He came to California with his 
parents in 1846, two years before the discovery 
of gold. He was converted at a camp-meeting 
held at what was then called the Toll-gate 
Camp-ground, now Saratoga, in Santa Clara 
county, in 1855. Soon after his conversion, 
feeling that it was the will of God that he 
should devote his life to the work of the Chris- 
tian ministry, he entered resolutely upon the 
task of self-education. For years he struggled 
with poverty; but by industry and economy he 
paid liis way through college, graduating in 
1865. In August of the following year he was 
happily married to Miss Mary E. Kendall. In 
the fall of 1863 he was licensed to preach, and 
delivered his first sermon among his relatives 
and friends October 8, 1863. In 1866 he was 
admitted on trial into the Pacific Annual Con- 
ference, and sent to Cosumne Circuit. He was 
ordained deacon at the next Conference, having 
completed the prescribed course of study for the 
two years in one. That year he was sent to the 
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San J osd Circuit. At the ensuing Conference 
he was compelled to ask a discontinuance, that 
he might perfect the title to certain lands his 
father had given him. This occupied him un- 
til the year 1872. But he did not neglect his 
studies while toiling on the farm. Again he 
entered the Conference, and was sent to Prince- 
ton Circuit, then to the Kingston, then to the 
Little Lake, then to the Potter Valley, then 
the Vinters Circuit. His last appointment was 
to the Potter Valley and Upper Lake Circuit. 
In May last his health, which had been steadily 
declining, gave way, and he had to desist from 
preaching. As his end approached he talked 
calmly and fearlessly of death. I le knew himself 
to be a servant beloved of the conqueror of death ; 
hence he did not fear his approach. lie was 
perfectly devoted to his great work. A good 
part of the time he paid of his own hard-earned 
means for the privilege of preaching the gospel. 
In all the relations of life he was ever found to 
be an upright, devoted Christian gentleman. 
On the 9th of October he was on his way home 
from the Witter Springs, when he became so 
sick that he had to be taken to a private house 
live miles from his home. There was only a 
lady in the house at the time. Seeing that she 
was greatly alarmed at his condition, he tried 
to speak to her. Unable to do this, he motioned 
for writing-material ; but when it was brought 
his hand failed to obey liis will, and he became 
unconscious. His wife was sent for, but it was 
not until the following day that he returned to 
consciousness. Quietly he gave directions as to 
the disposition of his children, and then sweet- 
ly fell asleep in Jesus.

Edward James Pennington was born Au- 
gust 24, 1S23; and died in Summerville, S. C., 
December 23, 1877. Brother Pennington was 
admitted on trial in the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, and the following year ( 1S50) traveled the 
Charlotte Circuit; 1851, the Newberry Circuit; 
1852, the Black Swamp Circuit. He then lo- 
cated, and remained in that relation till the 
close of 1855, at which time he was readmitted, 
and in 1856 he served the Cooper River Cir- 
cuit; 1857, the Chesterfield Circuit; 1858-9, the 
Lexington Circuit; 1860-1, the Prince William 
Mission; 1863-4, Coalfields Mission; 1865. the 
Chesterfield Circuit; 1866, the Cooper River 
Circuit. In the course of his ministry he was 
duly ordained to the office of deacon and also 
to that of elder. Through the years 1867 and 
1868 he sustained the relation of supernumera- 
ry, and after that he was placed on the super- 
annuated list, and there remained until his 
death. Though favored with ordinary health 
during the earlier years of his ministry, Broth- 
er Pennington was not able to do hard work 
long at a time. His physical resources de- 
manded more frequent and longer resting than 
his devotion and earnestness would willingly 
grant. Greater consideration toward his own 
well-being might have placed his superannua- 
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tion and death at later dates. Willingness, 
readiness, and faithfulness were conspicuous in 
the ministry of our departed fellow-laborer, 
and according to the talents committed he gave 
convincing proof of his call to preach the gos- 
pel of Christ. His labors were more than ac- 
ceptable. Through his humble labors sinners 
were brought to a saving knowledge of the Re- 
deemer. His efficiency as a preacher was most 
manifest when working among the broken- 
hearted in time of revivals. It gave great joy 
to his heart to witness the translation of souls 
from darkness to light, from the power of Satan 
to God. Brother Pennington placed a high es- 
timate on membership in the Conference. He 
dearly loved his brethren, and cheerfully ac- 
cepted his appointed^ places of labor and priva- 
tion. As added to a humble Christian life, his 
highest and sole ambition was to be a success- 
ful Methodist preacher. With sadness, but 
without murmuring, he acquiesced in his as- 
signment to the non-effective relation, which 
he sustained to the Conference the last eleven 
years of his life. It would seem a strange 
providence that this good man and faithful 
servant of the Lord should have been called to 
endure so general a wreck of his physical pow- 
ers and so manifest impairment of his mental 
faculties as obtained over the entire man for 
many weary months preceding his final release 
from the sufferings of this present time; yet as 
he gradually sunk into obliviousness and help- 
lessness, his heart-knowledge of Christ, his 
Friend and Saviour, survived the recognition 
of even wife and mother. He knew God after 
he ceased to know any one else. His life was 
hid with Christ in God. With apparently 
naught else but that knowledge which is the 
synonym of life eternal, he calmly reposed in 
the everlasting arms, and there in sweet hope 
fell on sleep. 

Archibald Rogerson Danner was born 
in the town of Walterboro, Colleton county, S. 
C., in the year 1809; was converted and joined 
the Methodist Church in 1830, and was licensed 
to preach the gospel. In the year 1840 he was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew, and elder 
in 1844 by Bishop Soule. For a number of 
years he was employed as a missionary in the 
lower portion of our State, carrying to white 
and black glad tidings of salvation. Perhaps 
no man ever labored more successfully in bring- 
ing souls to Christ in the counties of Charleston 
and Colleton than he did. While waiting upon 
his earnest ministration of the word of life sin- 
ners by scores yielded to l»e saved. He was 
ever faithful in meeting his appointments and 
in discharging all the duties of a Christian 
minister. He obtained the blessing of perfect 
love in October, 1867, in Summerville, while en- 
gaged in reading the Bible and in prayer, when 
shower after shower of blessing came upon his 
soul. It were difficult to find a more holy man 
of God than he was. He inspired confidence 
and love wherever he went. His tall, manly 
form, his calm, godly counsels and expressions 
of tenderness and love drew everybody to him. 
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As a preacher he was plain, simple, earnest, 
and eminently spiritual. He would often re- 
joice while preaching. Brother Danner was 
received into the traveling connection in the 
South Carolina Conference at Spartanburg in 
1871, and labored faithfully as an itinerant 
preacher until the spring of the present year, 
when disease fastened itself upon him. He 
lingered during the summer months, and as 
fall came on was confined to his bed. Even 
when suffering most he seemed to be engaged 
in prayer. It was the writer’s privilege to visit 
him a short time before he died. On one occa- 
sion, after passing through a severe paroxysm 
of suffering, he began to speak to us about his 
condition, and said, “I expect to stare to heaven 
from this place,” meaning Early Branch, and 
expressed a desire to be buried at Cypress 
Camp-ground. While speaking of the com- 
forts of religion, there came a baptism of the 
Spirit upon our hearts, and we rejoiced togeth- 
er in Christ Jesus. Just before he died he asked 
Brother William Stokes, who for weeks had with 
deep solicitude waited at his bedside, to convey 
for him an affectionate farewell to the members 
of the South Carolina Conference. On the 11th 
of October, 1878, without a struggle, our ven- 
erable father in Israel closed his eves in death, 
and went home to his reward in heaven. His 
last audible expression was, “Look to Jesus.”

Fielding Foster Fagan, son of the Rev. 
R. L. and Mrs. Cynthia Fagan, was born Decem- 
ber 8, 1846, in Cannon county, Tennessee; and 
died in the vicinity of Cornersville, Tenn., 
April 11, 1878. In stature he was above the 
medium size, and of muscular frame, tall and 
commanding in person. Of modest mien and 
careless air, diffident before strangers, and quiet 
in the presence of his seniors or superiors; he 
was, nevertheless, eminently social in his feel- 
ings, and enjoyed greatly the society of his friends 
and brethren. His was a shrinking, sensitive 
nature, and he was somewhat singular in his 
habits and character; but he was noticeably 
free from all arrogance and ostentation — he 
would not parade his peculiarities. Earnest, 
but not sanguine, self-distrustful and constitu- 
tionally despondent, he avjus sometimes discour- 
aged, and suffered sorely from mental depression. 
Still he struggled on, and was ready to serve or 
to sutler in the cause of truth and righteous- 
ness. He possessed a clear, sound mind, and his 
advantages for study and culture, though not 
the best, were better than those of most young 
men. His attainments in language and litera- 
ture, and in science and theology, were not of 
the highest order, but respectable, and certainly 
sufficient to prepare him for great usefulness in 
his day and generation. In his manners he was 
simple, grave, sincere, as best becomes an honest 
man. But Fielding Fagan was more than this 
— he was a Christian, and “a Christian is the 
highest style of man.” Dedicated to God in 
infancy, and brought up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord, he realized pardon and 
peace through the blood of the I jamb, and made 
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a public profession of his faith in Christ at the 
tender age of less than eleven years. His con- 
version was clear, bright, satisfactory. It formed 
an epoch in his history to which he always re- 
ferred with joy and thanksgiving. He knew 
that he was a Christian, because lie enjoyed the 
witness of the Spirit, and felt a sweet conscious- 
ness of his acceptance with God. Other people 
knew that he was a Christian, because his life 
and character were adorned and beaut i lied by 
the graces and virtues of our holy religion. 
They saw 'his good works, and gloritied God in 
him. But Brother Fagan was even more than 
a Christian. At an early age, while yet the 
dew of youth sparkled on his brow, he took 
upon himself the office and work of a minister 
in the Church of God. He was licensed to 
preach at Trinity Church, Giles county, Tenn., 
in I860, and in the autumn of 1866 he joined 
the Tennessee Annual Conference, at Hunts- 
ville, Ala. First, he was appointed junior 
preacher to Chapel Hill Circuit; 1867, junior 
preacher to Nolensville Circuit; 1868, he was 
ordained deacon by Bishop McTyeire, at Shel- 
by ville, Tenn., and appointed to Yellow Creek 
Circuit; 1869, to Piney Circuit; 1870, he was 
ordained elder by Bishop Doggett, at Pulaski, 
Tenn., and appointed to Nashville Circuit. On 
December 21, 1870, he was married to Miss 
Mildred Short, of Giles county, Tennessee. In 
the autumn of 1871 he was reappointed to 
Nashville Circuit. His next appointment was 
to Savannah Circuit, which he served three 
consecutive years, and during this time it is 
said that more than five hundred souls were 
brought to Christ through his ministry. In 
1874 he was appointed to Trinity Circuit, where 
he labored two years with zeal, fidelity, and 
usefulness. His last appointment was to the 
Petersburg Circuit, Fayetteville District. Here 
he closed his ministry. In the language of 
Charles Wesley, he ceased at once to work and 
live. He was a good preacher, and wise to win 
souls. In revival-meetings he was zealous, 
laborious, and remarkably successful. As a 
generous, genial companion, he could attract 
wild, wayward, wicked young men, and having 
made them his friends, he Avould lead them to 
,1 esus, the Friend of sinners, that they might be 
pardoned, purified, and prepared for heaven. 
He had peculiar tact and talent for the man- 
agement of the social meetings of the Church. 
He was abundant in labors, and his labor was 
not in vain. He lived not to see the autumn 
days, when men gather in their harvests; yet, 
as the result of his patient working, it is sup- 
posed that he won at least as many souls to 
Christ as any preacher of his age in the Ten- 
nessee Conference. The full harvest is not yet, 
but it is just as sure as the word of God. 

Like the buried seed of grain, 

’Twill rise to renovated life! 

for such is the power and perpetuity of Chris- 
tian influence. But, alas! alas! our beloved 
Brother Fagan is no more of earth. Almost 
with his dying -breath, he said to his weeping 
wife, “Mildred, I leave to you and the children 



a good name ; that is best.” Again, he pointed 
upward and said, “ Do n’t you see her? ” When 
asked of whom he spoke, he replied, “My 
mother; don’t you see her?” Cheered and 
blessed with the presence of God and the pros- 
pect of eternal life, he died in the triumphs of 
the faith of the gospel. Most sincerely do we 
mourn with his family, his father, and his 
friends. But, thank God, his mourning days 
are ended! Already he is saved and safe at 
home, and happy forever. No doubt he has 
found many a friend in heaven ; he is no stranger 
there. Mythology teaches that when a conquer- 
ing hero reached the fragrant fields of Elysium, 
he was first shown the souls of those he had 
snatched from death on the battle-plains below. 
The porter conducted him through the golden 
gate to a sacred seat, above which stood all 
those souls, shining like stars, and they were 
with him evermore. In like manner, it may be 
that when our good brother, God’s minister, 
comes to the last rolling river, he sees on the 
other bright shore a long line of shining ones, 
saved through his humble but honored instru- 
mentality. They are waiting and watching to 
see him come, and now they greet him gladly, 
pronounce him blessed, and shout him welcome 
home. There, in the holy ranks of friends and 
kindred dear, in company with his sainted 
mother, on a throne with Jesus, and beholding 
the bright, unclouded face of God, he enjoys 
the rest and reward of the good and glorified 
in heaven. 

George W. Coleman was bom in Ken- 
tucky October 10, 1837 ; and died in Perry 
county, Tennessee, October 20, 1878. Some 
time in the year 1858, he, with Brothers W. A. 
Turner and T. II. Hinson, professed religion, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Brother Coleman’s educational advan- 
tages were very limited, from the fact that at an 
early age his parents moved to Tennessee, and 
settled in Dickson county, where soon after his 
mother died and his father left him in the care 
of a Mr. Shelton, with whom he lived until he 
was eighteen years old, having neither time nor 
means to devote to the gaining of a knowledge 
of even the ordinary branches of an English 
education; and when making application for 
license to preach, such was his great deficiency 
in this particular that, had not his true moral 
worth greatly overbalanced his lack of knowl- 
edge, he would in all probability have been re- 
fused the official authority to preach. But such 
was the unbounded confidence reposed in hint 
by his brethren that the official members of 
Yellow Creek Circuit, in 1861, under the admin- 
istration of the Iiev. S. P. Whitten, presiding 
elder, gladly gave him license to preach ; after 
which, by his studious habits, he gained knowl- 
edge rapidly, and soon became a very acceptable 
and useful local preacher. Brother Coleman 
wits married to Miss Emily Browning, January 
2, 1856, with whom he lived until his death, 
their union being blessed with seven children, 
all of whom preceded him to their home on 
high. After spending several years in the local ' 



rnnks profitably to the Church, he was in 1871 
employed by the Rev. J. O. Bolton, presiding 
elder of the Centerville District, to serve the 
White Oak Circuit as a supply. At the dose 
of that year he was ordained an elder by Bishop 
Doggett, at Nashville, and also received on trial 
into the traveling connection, and appointed to 
the Pinewood Circuit, which work he served 
two years with great zeal and fidelity to the 
Church. At the Conference of 1874 he was ap- 
pointed to the Beaver Dam Circuit, and in 1875 
he was returned to the same work. At the Con- 
ference in 1876 he was appointed to the Linden 
Circuit, in the bounds of which work, after a 
vear of toil and privation, lie ended his labors. 
At the Conference in Edgefield in 1877 lie was 
appointed to the Wayland Springs Circuit, but 
died before reaching it. In every appointment 
to which Brother Coleman was appointed he 
was popular and useful. lie was a good man, 
and true to God and all the interests of the 
Church committed to his care, and there is every 
evidence that when the Master called he was 
ready to obey the summons.

JonN C. Miller entered his rest on Janua- 
ry 25, 1878. But little data can be obtained 
respecting his past life. He entered the travel- 
ing connection in the Mississippi Conference 
about thirty years ago, and was chiefly connect- 
ed with the educational w r ork, ranking among 
the leading educators of that State. He was 
for several years Professor of Mathematics in 
Centenary College, and afterward its President, 
which position he held at the opening of the 
late war. After the close of the war he went 
to New Orleans, and for some time was engaged 
in business. In the foil of 1879 he was elected 
President of Soule University, and held that 
l>osition till the time of his death. It is seldom 
a man during so short a period has imbedded 
himself so deeply in the hearts of his brethren 
as did our lamented brother. His death was 
not only regarded as a calamity by the trustees 
and patrons and students of the institution over 
which he presided, but the whole community 
shared their deep sense of loss. His earnest 
spirit and indomitable energy won inspiring 
confidence in the success of the great work com- 
mitted to his charge. It was on his heart and 
in his thought by day and by night. From the 
report made by his pastor to the Quarterly Con- 
ference we extract the following just tribute to 
his character and labors: “ Notwithstanding the 
discouragements and difficulties he met at the 
very threshold of his duties, nothing daunted, 
amid the darkness, poverty, and at times want, 
which gathered around and over him, still by 
his cheerful voice he animated his almost de- 
spairing brethren and friends, and under God 
had so changed the aspect of the work to which 
his whole soul and body were given as to fix 
the conviction in the minds of his friends that, 
in spite of what seemed almost insuperable ob- 
stacles, his labors would be crowned with suc- 
cess.” The same paper says: “As a minister 
of Jesus Christ he was eminently a master- 
builder. Few men measured up to his stand- 
ard as a clear, close, conclusive thinker. His 
sermons were masses of mature, mellow relig- 
ious truths. Logical, lucid, and loving in his 
manner, he forced his way to the heart and con- 
science, and enlightened and impressed all who 



listened to his words.” Such was the testimony 
recorded in the midst of those who beheld his 
daily walk and listened to his ministrations 
from the pulpit. The Church will never know 
till that day when all secrets are revealed the 
cost by which many of its enterprises are estalv 
lished. Not only is money contributed and 
land donated to build and endow colleges, but 
the brains, the time, the hearts of some of our 
noblest men are expended with prodigal hand 
in the effort to secure their success. Men count 
their dollars, but God counts the days of anx- 
ious toil, the bitter struggle with poverty, the 
exhausting strain on brain and nerve which 
these heroic spirits, of whom this world is not 
worthy, have contributed to the success of the 
work to which they have been called. Dr. 
Miller was one of that number, and none but 
God can tell how swiftly the cares and labors 
with which he was burdened hastened him to 
his tomb. The record of some lives is writ- 
ten only on their sepulchers. Death came un- 
expectedly, but it found him ready for the call. 
He fell with his harness on. A short time be- 
fore his death he said to Brother Rogers: “My 
work is done, and I go to rest.” A few mo- 
ments before he died he clapped his hands in 
triumph, and said: “Glory! glory! glory to 
God in the highest!” and then closing his eyes 
in death, he opened them on the wonders of the 
eternal world. 

Thomas Whitworth exchanged the bur- 
dens and labors of the itinerant life for the rest 
prepared for the people of God September 2, 
1878. Owing to the loss of the records of the 
Texas Conference, we are unable to ascertain 
positively the date of his first connection with 
our branch of the Methodist Church. He was 
of English parentage, and came to us from the 
Protestant Methodist Church. His name is 
found on the minutes of the Conference in 1858, 
in answer to the question, “Who remain on 
trial?” From this we infer that he came to us 
in 1857. His first appointment was on Waxa- 
hachie Circuit, then within the bounds of the 
Texas Conference. He served successively in 
the Hillsboro, Belton, and Elm Creek circuits. 
When the North-west Texas Conference was 
formed, in 1866, he was assigned to an appoint- 
ment in its bounds, which he served with fidel- 
ity and success. For two or three years he was 
local, and in 1870 his name again appears on 
our minutes among those readmitted to the reg- 
ular work. After his return among us, he trav- 
eled the Millican Circuit, was three years in 
charge of the San Felipe Circuit, one year on 
the Richmond and Eagle Lake Circuit, one on 
the Richmond and San Bernard Mission, and 
closed his labors on the Zion Circuit, Huntsville 
District. He was taken down the second Sab- 
bath of July, after filling his appointment. 
Once afterward, with fever upon him, and 
against the remonstrance of his physician, he 
entered the pulpit, and delivered the message 
of a dying man to dying men. He was there- 
after confined to his bed with typhoid fever for 
six weeks. He was wonderfully patient in the 
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midst of the greatest pain. His submission to 
the will of God was a marvel to all who minis- 
tered around his bed. Conscious that his end 
was near, lie earnestly entreated that he might 
be carried to his home, so that he could die and 
be buried among his kindred. This request 
was granted. Brother Taylor and the kind 
friends who had nursed him placed the wasted 
form of the itinerant in an ambulance, but be- 
fore they reached his home the fires of life were 
nearly burned out, and he arrived there a dying 
man. When about four miles from home he 
asked to be lifted up. Brother Taylor grasped 
his hand and raised him, when he said, “Good- 
by.” He called the name of his oldest son, 
and said, “Come quick,” and then sunk back 
speechless, but still sensible. When borne 
across the threshold of his house, his wife asked 
him if he knew her and where he was. He 
gave token of assent, but his tongue was silent. 
When he spoke again it was to join the songs 
of the angels. We know but little of his death, 
but we know well how Thomas Whitworth 
lived. He was an earnest, devout, and faithful 
man of God. Others may have been more elo- 
quent in their utterances; none were more elo- 
quent in their lives. In the homes of the poor, 
in the hearts of many who found comfort in the 
message lie brought them, his name and mem- 
ory are enshrined. When the Lord makes up 
his jewels we expect to find this man among 
them.

Lloyd Moore was born April 10, 1828, in 
Northampton county, Virginia. His parents 
were Matthew and Elizabeth Moore. When 
he was sixteen years old, under the ministry 
of the Rev. Tyson Dines, he decided to start 
for heaven. He was admitted on trial into the 
Virginia Annual Conference at its session for 
1852. He served successively the following ap- 
pointments: King George, Surrv, New Kent, 
Scottsville, Norfolk Circuit, Appomattox, West- 
moreland, Nelson, King and Queen. In 1863 



he was in Middlesex, and from thence was sent 
to the Eastern Shore to take care of the Church, 
as best he could, in the absence of the presiding 
elder, in those troublous times. After the war, 
he was sent to the East Norfolk Circuit, the old 
Pongoteague Circuit, and the Eastville Circuit. 
In the last named lie owned a farm, and had 
resided for some years past. At the Conference 
of 1876 he was placed on the supernumerary 
list, on account of feeble and declining health. 
His relation was continued at the session of 
1877 ; and on the 25th day of December of that 
year, about 9 A.M., the summons came to meet 
his God, and he fell from the chair in which 
he was sitting, prostrate on the floor, and his 
soul immediately returned to the God that gave 
it. Brother Moore entered the itinerancy under 
the great disadvantage of a limited education 
and defective mental training. Yet he earnest- 
ly and diligently sought to make his message 
attractive to the masses; and in the latter years 
of his life his preaching was much admired. 
For his family he was an excellent provider, 
leaving at his death to his bereaved widow and 
two sons a comfortable home, with ample fields 
and means to educate those bovs for spheres of 
great usefulness. The last three years of his 
life and ministry were spent with the people 
among whom he was born and reared; and 
they considered him an estimable citizen, 
worthy of all commendation. He was a good 
man; and though he had faults, they were from 
a defective judgment, while his heart was sin- 
cere and honest. Many will arise in the last 
day and bless God that Lloyd Moore lived in 
the earth; and doubtless the Judge will say 
unto him: “Enter thou into the joy of thv 
Lord.”

James Selby AA t oolls was born in Smyrna, 
Del., September 22, 1812; and died in San An- 
tonio, Texas, July 22, 1878. He was converted 
in early youth, and at the age of eighteen years 
was licensed to exhort. He was distinguished 
for his zeal in the cause of God, and abounded 
in successful labor for the Master from the date 
of his conversion to his death. He -was an effi- 
cient laborer in the pulpit, the prayer-meeting, 
and the class-room, and God gave him great 
success. At the age of twenty-four he removed 
to Louisville, Ky., and the following year was 
married to Ann Sydnor Gwathmey. One child 
was the fruit of this marriage — our brother, 
Rev. T. G. Woolis. He was admitted into the 
Kentucky Conference in 1840, and, without in- 
terval, continued in that and the Louisville 
Conference until 1874. His wife died in 1850. 
He was again married to Nancy A. Bottorfil 
Three children were the fruit of this union, all 
of whom preceded him to the heavenly world — 
two in childhood; the other, a young man, only 
two months before his own death. He came 
to Texas in the winter of 1875, and entered 
upon the work assigned him by Bishop Pierce 
— the San Antonio City Mission — and continued 
in that field until the Master called him home. 
For some ten days previous to his death he suf- 
fered very much, but with great patience and 
resignation to the will of God. At a moment 
of intense suffering he quoted with great empha- 
sis Hebrews vi. 17, 18: “ AAJierein God, willing 
more abundantly to show unto the heirs of 
promise the immutability of his counsel, con- 
firmed it by an oath ; that by two immutable 
things, in which it was impossible for God to
